AMA makes instant weight 


change for twins 


he AMA made a somewhat stunning announcement during its first AMA Road 

Race Advisory Committee meeting in Monterey, California, on Monday, May 23 

all superbikes, both twin and multi-cylinder, competing in the U.S. Superbike 
Series will weigh a minimum of 355 pounds, beginning with the next round of the 
series at Road America on June 12. 

^We have a responsibility to create a balanced opportunity," AMA director of pro- 
fessional racing Roy Janson said. “The twin's rules were established when the only 
twins racing were BMWs and Moto-Guzzis. We're going to level the playing field. The 
advantage that has been enjoyed by the twins is no longer necessary. This will be eval- 
uated throughout the year. Now every motorcycle that goes on the race track will 
weigh the same." 

While twin-cylinder motorcycles can still run to their 1000cc limit, the increase in 
the minimum weight has increased 20 pounds - up to 355 from the 335-pound limit 
which was instituted at the end of last season. This is the second rule change in regard 
to minimum weight in a span of only five months; the twins previously carried a mini- 
mum of 309, while the minimum weight on the multis was 364 pounds in 1993. At the 
time the AMA raised the twins' limit to 335 pounds, they also lowered the multi's limit 
to 355. Now they'll both race at 355 pounds. 

“We're real comfortable with this decision,” Janson said. “We got a good indication 
yesterday (when Pascal Picotte and Troy Corser finished 1-2 in the AMA U.S. Super- 
bike National at Laguna Seca Raceway). Is it right? I couldn't tell you, but we'll know 
in three weeks." 

The AMA also announced that beginning in 1995, carbon-fiber brakes would no 
longer be legal in AMA road racing. Janson cited the cost of the high-tech material as 
the primary factor in the decision.

New section added to track for 
SX series finale 





As was the case last year, Las Vegas' Sam Boyd Silver Bowl will be the site of this 
year's final Coors Light Challenge, Round 15 of the Camel Supercross Series on June 
11. The track itself will not be the same, however, as promoter Mickey Thompson 
Entertainment Group has added a new section that is reminiscent of the Los Angeles 
Memorial Coliseum's legendary parastyle jump. 

The Las Vegas event carries the torch for the Coliseum race, which until last year 
had been the series-closer for more than two decades. It was considered the premier 
Supercross in the world, and was best known for its parastyle section, which launched 
riders some seven stories from the top of the stadium back down to the floor. 

To build the Silver Bowl's version of the parastyle obstacle - dubbed the "Super- 
Jump" - the track construction crew will convert the locker room/score board building 
at the open end of the stadium into a two-story jump. The jump will launch riders out 
of the stadium and into the parking lot, before they soar back down to the floor to con- 
tinue the next lap. 

"The peristyle jump was a tradition for supercross fans for many, many years," said 
MTEG president Danny Thompson. "Las Vegas is an ideal location for a season finale - 
and with the national and international exposure this event will attract - there isn't a 
better place for the “SuperJump.” 

On Monday, June 6, the track crew will begin hauling in over 25 million pounds of 
dirt that will be needed to construct the jump and the rest of the track, with completion 
scheduled for practice on Friday, June 10.

MONTEREY, CA, MAY 22 
hree years of futility ended 
for Fast By Ferracci Ducati's 
Pascal Picotte in the Toyota 
Challenge of Laguna Seca as 
the French Canadian finally 
accomplished what was expected of him 
- he won an AMA Superbike National. 
When Doug Polen left the Eraldo Fer- 
racci-owned team at the end of last year, 
after winning his first AMA U.S. Super- 
bike National Championship, Picotte 
took the giant step from number two 
rider to number one rider on the al- 
mighty Ducati squad. He started the 
season as expected - with a bang - quali- 
fying on the pole for the Daytona 200. 
But before he knew it, Picotte was not 
even the biggest story on his own team. 
Australian Troy Corser vaulted himself 
into the spotlight by finishing second at 
Daytona, while Picotte staggered to an 
11th place finish after the chain jumped 
from the sprocket of his Ducati 955. 
Corser then won the next two rounds to 
take control of the championship point 
standings while Picotte continued to 
struggle with a non-finish in Phoenix 
followed by a fifth at Pomona. Picotte

was beginning to look a lot like the for- 
gotten man of AMA road racing. 

Forgotten no more, Picotte refreshed 
everyone’s memory as he became the 
33rd rider in history to win an AMA 
Superbike National, and he did so with 
a flawless performance at Laguna Seca. 

To make things even sweeter for 
Picotte, he beat Corser in a straight fight 
as the Australian couldn’t match his 
teammate’s pace. And Picotte was the 
best man in not just one, but two races as 
a red-flag caused a restart after 14 laps 
were completed. When it was all said and 
done, Picotte had handed Corser only his 
second loss of the year by 1.345 seconds. 

Third place went to Vance & Hines 
Yamaha’s Jamie James - but it took a 
bold, final-corner, last-lap, late-braking 
pass by the gutsy James on Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Fred Merkel in turn 11 to get 
the job done. 

Merkel held on to finish a close 
fourth, well clear of Desmo Ducati’s 
Dave Sadowski, who in turn had gotten 
the better of the Muzzy Kawasakis rid- 
den by Takahiro Sohwa and Steve 
Crevier. Team Mirage’s Dale Quarterley 
finished eighth as the two Smokin’ Joe's 
Racing Hondas of Mike Smith and Aus- 
tralian Kevin Magee filled the top 10 fin- 
ishing positions. 














A total of five riders crashed in the 
oil that stopped the race. Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Thomas Stevens, Vance & 
Hines Yamaha's Colin Edwards II, Star- 
sport Ducati's Scott Gray and Smokin’ 
Joe's Racing's Mike Hale all crashed on 
the 12th lap, with R&R Racing's John 
Ashmead falling in the same oil two 
laps later. Oil covered the racing line 
from the straightaway between turns 
three and four, with the incidents com- 
ing on the entrance to the right-hand 
turn four. The oil came from Stevens' 
blown GSXR750, with the Floridian the 
first to go down in the resulting melee. 

The majority of the racers felt the 
race should have been stopped sooner, 
and Quarterley made the notion clear as 
he signaled madly to the official starter. 
The first time he tried to persuade offi- 
cials to stop the race it didn't work - so 
on the following lap the New Englander 
was a little more animated as he veered 
towards the flagman while waving his 
arm. At the end of the race, the AMA 
informed Quarterley that he would be

fined $1000 and suspended for one race 
for “endangering an official.” Quarter- 
ley said he would appeal the decision 
and he received unanimous support 
from his peers. 

Corser's second-place finish further 
increased his lead in the championship; 
he now leads James by 23 points, 135- 
112, after four rounds. Crevier holds on 
to third with 104 points, just five clear of 
Sohwa's 99. Smith sits in fifth with 91 
points, only one ahead of Quarterley 
and Picotte. Merkel (80), Stevens (70) 
and Edwards (66) round out the top 10 
point-getters. 

Sunny skies and warm temperatures 
greeted the start of the Superbike 
National, and it was James and the 
Yamaha who gated the start perfectly. 
The bright purple and yellow combina- 
tion streaked into the first corner with 
the lead with Stevens and the Yoshimu- 
ra Suzuki giving chase. They completed 
the first lap with James leading Stevens, 
Picotte, Edwards, Sadowski, Merkel, 
Corser and Sohwa. Picotte wasn't in a 
patient mood, and he quickly moved 
past Stevens and started his attack on 
James. The French Canadian took the 
lead for the first time in turn 10 at the 
end of the lap and he led across the line 
to complete lap two. 

It didn't take long for Picotte to 
open up a gap over James, and by the 
fifth lap - after clicking off a one- 
minute, 28.8-second lap - the Ducati 
pilot had a 3.5-second cushion over sec- 
ond place. By this time, Sadowski had 
moved into third place with Stevens 
desperately trying to hold off Corser.

The Aussie soon moved by the Floridi- 
an and started to challenge Sadowski 
for third taking over the spot on the 
seventh lap. 

Nothing changed until the 12th lap. 
As he headed into turn four, Stevens’ 
Suzuki blew up, causing him to crash in 
the right-hander. Edwards and Gray - 
who was running in 11th place - 
crashed in Stevens' oil, with Hale and 
Ashmead following suit three laps later. 
At that point, the red flag was shown 
and the race was stopped. 

“I just hit my head; I'm all right," 
Edwards said after suffering his second 
successive oil-induced race crash. "I 
drifted it out of three... I saw the smoke. 
There was no leaning it in. I picked it up 
and went on the grass. I thought I was 
going to make it, but there was no way. 
I hit the front brake and tucked it 
under." 

Picotte's lead came in handy as he 
was able to slow considerably on the fol- 
lowing lap, taking to the inside in order 
to miss the spilled oil. 

"I saw the black line and I went to 
the right side," Picotte explained. "I had 
a nine-second lead. I didn't mind wast- 
ing two seconds to save my ass, you 
know." 

Fortunately, no one was seriously 
injured, though all five were obviously 
eliminated from the race. During the 
break, most opted for new rubber, 


though Dunlop tire technician Jim Allen 


said a shortage of the preferred medium . 


656-compound tires forced many into 
using the similar 619s - Picotte being 
one of those who would go with the lat- 
ter. 

Although Picotte's tires were new, 
they were scuffed in. Corser, however, 
went with brand new tires and that 
would ultimately cost him as his initial 
laps in the restart were slower than 
Picotte's. 

James also changed tires, again using 
the medium-compound Dunlops. He 
later confessed that he should have 
gambled with softer rubber. 

The restart was a mirror image of the 
first attempt - with the exception of 
Corser, who went into turn one in 
fourth rather than eighth. It was again 








James with Picotte second, Sohwa third 
and Corser fourth. And again, Picotte 
didn't waste any time in getting by 
James - this time he did it on the 
entrance to the famed Corkscrew. 
"After the red flag, I saw Troy get- 
ting two brand new tires," Picotte said 
later. "They weren't scuffed in. I 
thought I could pull away in the first 
two laps so I pushed as hard as I could." 
Again, Picotte quickly opened up an 
advantage over James and after two laps 
he led the Yamaha rider by over a sec- 
ond. Sohwa was third with Corser 
fourth and Sadowski fifth. Mike Smith 
had the Honda RC45 up to sixth ahead 
of Merkel, Crevier, Magee and Quarter- 
ley. At this point, Miguel DuHamel 
dropped out of the race, the factory 
Harley-Davidson VR1000 coasting to a

enough, Fast By Ferracci Ducati's Pascal Picotte 

(right) showed that he didn't even need to be able 
to see out of both eyes to not only qualify on pole posi- 
tion for the Toyota Grand Prix of Laguna Seca, but also 
to break the superbike lap record. 

The likeable French Canadian 
went out and did all of the above on 
Saturday afternoon - and he did it 
despite having to close his left eye 
numerous times around the 2.214- 
mile race track that lies in the hills 
east of Monterey. 

"Before I went out I knew some- 
thing was wrong," Picotte said after 
clicking off his one-minute, 28.691- 
second lap in the final of two qualify- 
ing sessions. “I had something in my 
eye - a little hair or something. My 
eye started to cry every time with the 
air. In every corner I would close my 
eye. It was all wet, you know." 

After taking .043-of-a-second off 


Doug Polen's lap record which was set in April of last 


year during qualifying, the man who is perhaps the 
fastest of the superbike men to never have won an AMA 
National was hoping to change that at Laguna Seca. 

“So far every time I'm doing good, something hap- 
pens,” Picotte said. “I’m not thinking about the champi- 
onship - Troy (Corser) can think about that - I have to 
think about winning races. Three years I've been trying 
to win. Troy will be hard to pass because he's really fast, 
especially at the end of the races - like Polen was. I will 
try and go hard at the start, but I have to save the tire. 
We've tried four tires here, but the (Dunlop) 656 is the 
best for me. It's a medium (compound), but there's still 
some concern." й 

As far as the Ducati 955 goes, Picotte said it was 
ready: “So far everything is perfect. Maybe we'll put in a 
fresh engine for tomorrow - that one is starting to be a 
little tired." 

Picotte's teammate Troy Corser would start the race 





_ from the second spot on the grid, the two-time winner 


and championship leader just .376-of-a-second behind 
Picotte. The Australian said that doing 1:29s would be 
easy in the race and that he wasn't overly concerned 
about not being on the pole. "It's only worth one point,” 
he said. 

After the first session, it appeared that the Vance & 
Hines Yamahas were in big trouble. Not so after the final 
session, however, as Jamie James put the team's YZF750 
on the front row with his 1:29.225. 

"I knew we'd get better," James said. "There were a 
few things yesterday that I knew were costing us time. I 
just didn't want to throw it away. We 
made some changes and got it dialed in - 
it was a little bit of both, the engine and 
the chassis. We were down, but as usual 
our guys got to the bottom of the prob- 
lem." 

James was confident that the race 
would be run in the 29s - and not at the 
pace Picotte ran in qualifying: "Nobody's 
going to want to stick it out that far; the 
tires will be off a bit. You won't see any- 
thing faster than today." 

Could the Ducatis be beaten at Laguna 
Seca? “Та like to think so - yeah," James 
said. "We're as close as we've been." 

Muzzy Kawasaki's Fred Merkel filled 
the front row with his 1:29.275 coming in 
the first of the two timed sessions - before 
the two-time World Champion crashed his 750cc Super- 


'sport bike in practice, breaking some toes and injuring his 


ankle. “I couldn't ride it right in the last session,” Merkel 
said. "It feels good today (Sunday). Dr. Kieffer wrapped 
it real tight and I got some sleep. We'll be okay." 

The second row was led by yet another Ducati, this 
one the DESMO-backed 955 ridden by Dave Sadowski. 
The Georgian was the fourth of eight riders to run in the 
1:295, with his best being a 1:29.698. 

"Things are working," Sadowski said. "We're push- 
ing the service limits on the bike right now. It really 
needs a case replacement. I've just been biding my time 
to see how long I could stay on the front row. My good 
friend Jamie James bumped me (off the front row) on his 
last lap. I think I can go a second faster in the race - when 
it's time to go, 111 go. 

“I need to get on one of those bikes (the newer 955s 
ridden by Picotte and Corser). I think we'll end up sell- 
ing this one and getting another. This one is half this 


years and half next years. They have a few extra pieces 
that give them a little more flexibility with the setup. 
Eraldo (Ferracci) wants me to get one. We'll know after 
this weekend what we're going to do. The 955 is definite- 
ly the way to go. 

“They're (Picotte and Corser) not that far off. I should 
be okay. I have a different approach to the race than they 
do because they've got spares waiting for them in the 
pits. I can't afford to wipe out and wreck the bike. The 
setup is so easy on these. It's just click, click and squeeze, 
pick a gearing and go. I told Eraldo it had a delay spot at 
4500 rpm. He said it was lean. I gave him the chip (fuel- 
injection chip) and he gave it back and the delay was 
gone. It took 10 minutes." 

Vance & Hines Yamaha's Colin Edwards II (1:29.815), 
Muzzy Kawasaki's Takahiro Sohwa (1:29.922) and 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Thomas Stevens (1:29.929) filled the 
second row of the 10-row grid. Stevens had done his 
quick lap in the first session, before the Suzuki ran into 
some problems when the wind picked up: for the after- 
noon session. 

^We were really fast in the morning," Stevens said. 
"Then the wind came up and slowed us down. They're 
making a lot of changes to try and make it better. A new 
motor will hopefully make it better in the wind. We just 
went backwards with the wind." 

Row three would consist of Ducati-mounted Scott 
Gray, Team Mirage's Dale Quarterley, Yoshimura Suzu- 
ki's Tom Kipp and Smokin’ Joe's Honda's Mike Hale. 

Honda's woes with the new Honda RC45 continued 
during qualifying as Mike Smith and Kevin Magee could 
manage nothing better than 14th and 15th on the grid. 
Magee's second session was ruined by an electrical prob- 
lem that the team didn't cure until the final lap in the 
warm-up session on Sunday morning. 

“It's electrical gremlins,” crew chief Ray Plumb said. 
“Something with the fuel injection. It’s really our learn- 
ing curve - it's going straight up. We've got a little bit of 
help with the suspension (from the World Superbike 
team), but we don't run the same stuff as them. I'm not 
complaining - they're the A team and we're the B team. 
The first time we got that bike on the dyno was last 
week. The suspension has gotten better and the engine 
will get better too. It's just a matter of time." 

To better illustrate the problems the team is having 
with the RC45, superbike first-timer Hale out-qualified 
his two Smokin' Joe's Racing teammates on the team's 
dated, yet well-developed, RC30. Hale qualified 12th, an 
impressive performance in his first superbike outing. —'

stop in turn four. His teammate, Fritz 
Kling, was running 13th until his 
VR1000 broke on the final lap. 

Magee, who had been running as 
high as sixth in the first part of the race, 
made some changes to the RC45's setup 
that didn’t work: “I didn't change tires, 
but I changed a couple of other things," 
Magee said, "...things which obviously 
weren't so good. We were still in serious 
test mode as opposed to race setup. I 
was reasonably happy with the first part 
of the race." 

Corser didn't waste much time in 
getting around Sohwa, and on the sixth 
lap he moved into second place after 
disposing of James, who was riding 
hard in an effort to keep the Ducatis in 
sight. On the eighth lap, James tried to 
run it under Corser in turn 11, but had 
to pick it up and run wide when the 
Australian gave him no quarter. 

“He (Corser) didn't even flinch when 
Istuck it in there," James said later. 

As the two Ducatis started to pull 
away, James started to come under 
attack from Merkel. With three laps to 
go, the Californian pulled the Kawasaki 
to the rear of the Yamaha and on the 
final lap he stuffed it under in turn 
three. James wasn't finished, though, 
and after a wild run for both riders 
through turn 10, he ran it under Merkel 
on the brakes. 

"| hate to have to stuff Fred (Merkel) 
like that, but I'm sure he'd do the same 
thing to me if the tables were turned," 
James said. 

He was right. 

“I had no choice," Merkel said of los- 
ing third place. "He won. I'd have done 
the same to him. We both rode hard. 
The start absolutely kills me. I was being 
gingerly with the clutch - a little over- 
gingerly. Hey, I was satisfied with that 
(fourth place)." 

Although he had moved by James, 
Corser couldn't make much of a dent in 
Picotte's lead. 

“T still need some more time here," 
the Australian said. "I was making some 
mistakes in the double right-handers 
(turns three and four). He (Picotte) 
wanted to win this one, so I just come 
second. It's better than throwing it into 
the bales. I had some different lines. 
When I followed him (Picotte), I'd do 
'em really well. When I couldn't see 





him, I didn't know where to go. Pascal 
was on a mission here. He looked to be 
doing it easier than me." 

James had qualified third (see side- 
bar), and he wasn't prepared to finish 
any lower than that in the race. 

“I didn't go with a soft tire (after the 
red flag) and I wish I would have,” 
James said. “The crews worked hard all 
week and I didn’t want to slip back. I 
wasn’t going to give up. I try as hard as 
I can. I think on the right day, at the 
right race track, our bike is capable of 


beating them (the Ducatis). We just have ' 


to work harder. They deserve it; I’m 
glad to see Pascal win.” 

Picotte’s win was the culmination of 
both a determined man and a motorcy- 
cle that he said was working to perfec- 
tion: “All weekend I was pushing real 
hard,” Picotte said. “Every corner, every 
second. I knew I could do a pretty 
steady 29 low. Going into the corners, I 
could catch everybody. I'd pitch it in 
and it’d stay right there. I’ve never had 
a bike run so well as that. I was so deter- 
mined to win, I was willing to try any- 
thing without crashing.” 

Picotte was also determined not to let 
the race stoppage halt his progress: “I 
was real disappointed,” he said. “I just 
tried to think positively. I figured if I 
could do it in the first 15 laps, I could do 
it again. Inside of me, I feel as though I 
won two races instead of one.” єх

MONTEREY, CA, MAY 22 
ich Oliver grew up in Pacific 
Grove, a few miles from Lagu- 
na Seca Raceway, and his par- 
ents still live there. Laguna 
Seca was where he watched his 
first motorcycle race and, yet, through- 
out his successful career, he’d never 
won on the track. Today that would 
change. 

After qualifying on the pole position, 
Oliver spent a lap getting up to speed 
before jetting past his Performance 
South Racing teammate Chuck Sorensen 
and into the lead. His fastest lap, unoffi- 
cially, would be the seventh and by then 
he’d have close to a six second lead. 
From then on he stretched it out, win- 
ning by 11.027 seconds at the end of the 
22-lap, 48.4 mile race. 

It was his third win in four races and 
allowed him to pad his championship 
points lead. With six races to go, Oliver 
leads Danny Walker, seventh today 
with the flu, 137 to 108. 

“If we can be consistent, even if we 
don’t win any more, I feel good for that 
championship,” Oliver said. “It’s a long 
season; we're about halfway through 
now and we've got a pretty decent lead. 
If I can clinch a race early, that's when 
I'll relax. Otherwise, it's wide open." 

In addition to winning in front of his 
parents and friends, and extending his 
points lead, what made the race espe- 
cially sweet was that it was his first as 
owner of the Performance South Racing 
team, and that his teammate Sorensen 
finished a career-best second. 

"I've got two seconds and a third in 
WERA racing and those were previous- 
ly my best finishes. To be on an AMA 
podium is far and beyond that," 
Sorensen said. 

After Oliver cleared out, Sorensen 
was left to dice with Motoworld/ 
John Lassak Racing/Spectro's Chris 
D'Aluisio who was putting the new fac- 
tory suspension units to work on his 
Aprilia. D'Aluisio stayed in front of 
Sorensen, building up close to a two- 
second lead at one point, before an elec- 
trical problem slowed him dramatically 
in the final few laps. Sorensen was by 
with less than two laps to go, but 
D'Aluisio was happy to finish third. 

"We're not sure what it was, but it 
was acting like it was running out of gas 
with five laps to go. It was cutting out at 
higher rpm and it wouldn't come back 
in until it dropped down again. There 
was no way I was going to keep second 
place, I was really lucky to hang onto 
third," D'Aluisio said. 

Behind the D'Aluisio/Sorensen spat 
came a similar tussle among three rid- 
ers: Zero Gravity's Nick Ienatsch, Jack- 
son Racing/Hyd-Mech Saws Jon Corn- 
well, and Enough Said Productions' Al 
Salaverria. Ienatsch and Cornwell took 
turns running in fourth, with Ienatsch 
getting the spot for good on the 17th lap 
as Cornwell became increasingly 
fatigued. In the race prior to the 250 GP, 
the 600 Supersport, the Canadian had 
ridden hard to finish third, and then had 
to jump on his 250. He began to tire on 
the fifth lap, dropping back to fifth, then 
sixth, with three laps to go. Salaverria 
took fifth after getting pinched at the 
start and having to work his way up. 

Seventh went to Southwest Motor- 
sports Danny Walker, the Colorado 
rider battling a flu bug that had kept 
him up all night, while Mike Sullivan 
was eighth on the Redline Racing/ 
Awards West/Centralia Knitting Mill- 
backed Yamaha. Terranova Painting's 
Geep Terranova and Moto Liberty's 
Takahito Mori filled out the top ten.

There were an inordinate number of 
crashes in the 250 GP race. Mile Hi 
Motorsports' Donnie Hough was 
knocked down just after the start, hit- 
ting his head on the concrete barrier on 
the inside of turn two. Dutchman Rac- 
ing's Chris Taylor crashed spectacularly 
in turn 10 on the 10th lap and had to be 
taken away in an ambulance. There 
were also crashes between turns three 


and four that brought ambulances and . 


medical cars out onto the track. 

Hough got hit right at the start and 
Salaverria had a bird's-eye view. 

“1 had nowhere to go. I was prepared 
to hit him. He slammed up against the 
wall and I backed off. Everyone went 
around me. I thought for sure they 
would red flag the race," Salaverria 
said. 

Ienatsch, Sorensen, Cornwell, Taylor, 
Oliver, and D'Aluisio had managed to 
avoid the fray and led the 37-rider pack 
on the first of 22 tours around the track 
on a beautiful cloudless day. 

Ienatsch led after one tour, with Oliv- 
er hounding him in second and Sorensen 
third in front of Cornwell, Taylor and 
D'Aluisio. One lap later, Oliver was in 
the lead, never to be challenged. He was 
able to pull away at better than half a 
second a lap, though he might have 
stretched it further if not for the rash of 
accidents. 

"There were a lot of guys down and 
it really hurt the lap times because there 
were cars and ambulances parked in the 
impact zones so you had to be really 
careful through that Toyota Bridge area. 
That kind of hurt me in the middle of 
the race, I couldn't get through there," 
Oliver said. It didn't seem to matter 
much because no one could match his 
pace and his only obstacle would be 
lapped traffic. 

With Oliver gone, a number of bat- 
tles shaped up behind him. Second was 
disputed by Sorensen and D'Aluisio, 
with D'Aluisio taking over the spot on 
the ninth lap. 
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Chuck Sorenson (90) and Chris D'Aluisio 
(2) battled for second place, but D'Aluisio 
was forced to slow late in the race. 





"| knew Chris was back there," 
Sorensen said. "I saw plus-zero and I 
took a look back and saw he was right 
there. I eventually saw that he had me 
going into five. I looked back and he 
was getting ready to pass, so I let him 
by. My intention from that point on was 
to hold onto him and that was what I 
shot for." 

Once by Sorenson, D'Aluisio was hav- 
ing no trouble holding second and even 
pulled out a slight edge as the race pro- 
gressed. Then, just as he appeared to be 
pulling away with about five laps to go, 
he developed a misfire and had to worry 
about the finish. Sorensen came by on the 
21st lap with D'Aluisio slowing dramati- 
cally, as if he were running out of gas. 

"First it felt like an electrical prob- 
lem, then it went away. I tried to stay 
away from the rev limiter to make sure I 
was just in the power band. And, sure 
enough, coming out of 11 with the white 
flag in sight, it started to cut out really 
bad and I barely made that lap," 
D'Aluisio said. "It's still running now, 
so I don't know what it was." 

There wasn't much action behind the 
leading trio; there was another trio stuck 
together, looking for openings, but find- 
ing few chances. Cornwell settled into 
fourth after passing Ienatsch on the 
sixth lap, Dutchman Racing's Chris Tay- 
lor was fifth, with Salaverria sixth after 
getting stuck midpack off the start. It 
wasn't until the eleventh lap, the 
halfway point in the race, that Salaverria 
caught up to Ienatsch. Taylor had 
crashed a lap earlier. 

“As soon as I caught fourth and fifth, 
I found out their bikes were faster than 
mine," Salaverria said. "Every corner 
they'd squirt out a good lead. From 
(turns) eleven to two they'd build up a 
10-15 length lead. I'd suck them up in 
two. Once I got up with them I was kind 
of tired from having to work that hard." 

Cornwell was suffering the same 
problem, though for a different reason. 
Cornwell had raced to third in the 600cc 
Supersport final just prior to the 250cc 
race and said that by the fifth lap he 
"was running out of gas" physically. 
"The big problem I was having was I 
was consciously thinking of what I was 
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doing instead of flowing. Once you do 
that, you go slow," Cornwell said. 

On the 17th lap, Ienatsch passed 
Cornwell on the brakes going into turn 
two, and two laps later, Salaverria 
would also make the pass. The order of 
the top six was set, though there wasn't 
a lot between them. 

The flu-stricken Walker moved into 
seventh on the 13th lap, passing Sulli- 
van and easing away toward the end. 
Sullivan was well clear of Terranova, 
who had enough steam to stay in front 
of Moto Liberty's Mori at the end. сч

mokin’ Joe’s Racing’s 
Mike Smith made a 
mockery of the class that 
usually provides the 
closest action in AMA 
road racing as he rar 
away and hid in the 600cc Supersport 
final at Laguna Seca Raceway. The 
Georgian topped Vance & Hines 
Yamaha's Jamie James by an unheard 
of 8.619 seconds after 22 laps and 48 
miles of racing - and, more important- 
ly, the win moved Smith to the head 
of the 600cc championship point 
standings. 

While Smith and James rode alone 
for the majority of the race, the battle 
for third was heated throughout. It 
was only in the late stages of the race 
that Canadian Jon Cornwell emerged 
from the pack on his Princeton 
Honda/Hyd-Mech Saws/4&6 Cycle- 
backed Honda to finish third - his 
best-ever 600cc Supersport result. 
Behind Cornwell came Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Steve Crevier, who could 
do nothing to prevent Smith from 
stealing away the lead in the champi- 
onship, and Smokin' Joe's Racing's 
Mike Hale. Randy Renfrow had the 
Team Chafong Honda in the heated 
battle for third place until he encoun- 
tered a gear-change problem late in 
the race and faded to finish sixth. 

Privateers Jamie Bowman and 
Robert Wright finished seventh and 
eighth, respectively, with Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Tripp Nobles ninth and 
Kawasaki-mounted Gerald Rothman 
jr. 10th. 

Smith completed the 22-lap race in 
a record-setting 34 minutes, 48.369 
seconds at an average speed of 83.964 
mph. His win also moved him into the 
championship points lead with 128 
points to Crevier's 122. James is only a 
single point behind with 121 while 
Hale and Rothman round out the top 
five with 113 and 103 points, respec- 
tively. 

James led the field into turn one 
and held that lead for the entire first 
lap - but that was it. As they headed 
into turn two, Smith took the lead. 
And that was all she wrote. Smith did 
what nobody has been able to do up 
to this point in the season - he ran 
away and hid, making the 600cc 
Supersport final uncharacteristically 
dull. . 

As if not having a battle for the 
lead wasn't bad enough, there was 
also no race for second place with 
James having things pretty much his 
way throughout. 

Ah, but there was a battle for third. 
Initially it was Renfrow who held the 
position, leading Bowman, Hale, 
Crevier, Rothman, Cornwell, Wright 
and Kinko's Jason Pridmore. The 
group would eventually dwindle to 
four riders - Renfrow, Hale, Crevier 
and. Cornwell - and those four would 
fight it out to the finish. 














Just when it appeared that Renfrow 
had made some sort of a break on the 
14th lap, the other three were back on 
his heels two laps later. By this point, 
Cornwell was the man on the move 
and he jumped into third for the first 
time on the 17th lap. 

^He was really being smooth," 
Renfrow said of Cornwell. 

On the 18th lap, Cornwell started 
to pull away. On the 20th lap, Ren- 
frow went from fourth to sixth - and 
was suddenly out of the hunt. 

"The bike got out of gear going into 
11," Renfrow explained later, "and it 
wouldn't go back in. I wanted to tip it 
in anyway, but I didn't think the front 
would stick with it out of gear. That 
was my best ride so far this year - and 
it was my best start ever on a 600." 

Try as he might, Crevier couldn't 
match Cornwell, but he did manage to 
hold off Hale. 

^Watching guys like Cornwell - he 
had no problems at all," Crevier said. 
"The things he could do were amaz- 
ing. He seemed to have a lot more 
ground clearance." 

Cornwell was pleased with his 
best-ever 600cc Supersport finish; the 
result was even more impressive as 
his top-speed deficit to the others was 
obvious. "I got a shit start," he said. 
"There was really not much I could 
do. I just tried to be smooth and con- 
sistent and not wear the tires or 
myself out. I could carry a lot of speed 
out of the corners, and once I got by I 
could use my own lines. I just rode 
the race I could. You've got to go with 
your strengths." 

As far as Smith goes, there was 
simply no matching the former class 
champion on this day. 

“I just put my head down," he said. 
"It shows what can be done when 
everything is right." €N

ineteen months of not winning a 
N race was long enough, so 

Yoshimura Suzuki's Tom Kipp 
decided to go out and do something 
about it. The Yoshimura Suzuki rider, 
who hadn't won a race since October of 
1992 at Texas World Speedway, ended 
the drought with an impressive victory 
at Laguna Seca Raceway. The 25-year- 
old Ohioan battled early with his team- 
mate Britt Turkington before holding 
off a late-race charge from Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Fred Merkel to take the win 
- his first ever in the 750cc Supersport 
class. 

A hurting Merkel bravely battled 
back from a qualifying-lap crash - in 
which he broke two toes and injured an 
ankle - to finish second, just 2.368 sec- 
onds behind Kipp. Early leader Turk- 
ington backed off after encountering 
some slides midrace to finish a comfort- 
able third. ' 

The battle for fourth went the dis- 
tance with Team Suzuki Sport's James 
Randolph just getting the better of 
Kinko's Yamaha's Jason Pridmore after 
a race-long battle. Valvoline Suzuki's 
Chuck Graves, Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Donald Jacks, Kinko’s Thomas Wilson, 
Sport Cycle Products’ Jim Leslie and 
Team Suzuki Sport’s Aaron Yates 
rounded out the top 10 finishers.

ald Rothman Jr., crashed out of the race 
on the fourth lap and slipped back to 
fifth in the standings. Turkington now 
leads Pridmore by 16 points, 132-116, 
after four rounds, with Kipp moving up 
to third with 110. Randolph’s 107 points 
puts him in fourth and Rothman slips to 
fifth with 73. 

The race got underway with Turk- 
ington getting his usual holeshot to lead 
the pack over the hill and into turn two 
for the first time. Pridmore was hot on 
his heels after flying off the line from the 
second row of the grid. By the time they 
circulated the 2.214-mile track in the

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hills east of Monterey, it was Kipp who 
was pressuring Turkington. 

The Yoshimura duo instantly opened 
a gap back to the trailing group that 
consisted of Pridmore, Rothman, fast- 
qualifier Randolph and Merkel. The first 
to exit was Mark McDaniel, the Santa 
Rosa, California, rider crashing his 
Suzuki GXR750 in turn two on the third 
lap. 

р 088 it was immediately evi- 
dent, Turkington’s race strategy would 
change on the fifth lap in turn 10. As he 
ran it through the fast right-hander just 


. behind Kipp, the Texan saw his rival 


Rothman’s Kawasaki wadded against 
the hay bales at the exit of the corner. 
The New Englander had crashed a lap 
earlier as he attempted to move through 
the group racing for third. 

“1 seems that the front went,” a dis- 
appointed Rothman said later. “It hap- 
pened real quick. I was making up some 
good ground there (in turn 10), so I was 
pushing it. I just got to the hay bales. I 
had my feet planted in the dirt; I was 
lucky. The bike hit real hard. We were 
struggling a little bit with the 750. I just 
wanted to ride as hard as I could and 
get some points - that plan didn't 
work." 

Turkington later admitted that the 
need to win somewhat diminished with 
Rothman's demise: "I hate to take 
advantage like that," the defending class 
champion said. "But a points lead is a 
points lead and a championship is a 
championship - and that's how they're 
won." 

Just as it appeared that the top two 
Yoshimura bikes were settling into a 
comfortable one-two finish, Merkel 
picked up the pace - passing Randolph 
in the turn one-two transition on the 
sixth lap before getting Pridmore a lap 
later. Once he was free and clear of the 
others, the Stockton, California, rider 
started to make an impression on the 
lead that the Suzuki duo had built. 
What began as a four-second lead quick- 
ly dwindled; 2.8 seconds on lap 11, 1.4 
seconds on lap 13. On the 14th go- 
round, Merkel stuffed his way under 
Turkington in turn 10 and went after 
Kipp, who had made a break in traffic. 

Although Merkel would close at 
times, Kipp managed to get the best of 











the lapped riders to hold Merkel off by 
2.368 seconds at the finish line. 

"It's been so damn long," Kipp said 
with a smile as he arrived at the post- 
race press conference. "I dug down 
deep; it was a long time coming. Last 
year I was on crutches (Kipp had suf- 
fered a broken leg in the Superbike 
National at Charlotte). God had the 
biggest part in me getting back on top. 
And I've got the hardest-working 
crew in racing. We tested here at the 
end of March and I knew it would be 
tough between us (Kipp and Turking- 
ton). I have no complaints; I’m very 
happy." - : 

In obvious pain, Merkel seemed con- 
tent with his strong second-place ride, 
only a few hours after his qualifying 
crash in turn four: “The problem was 
that the crash destroyed that motorcy- 
cle,” Merkel said. “It broke the last 
exhaust that I felt comfortable with, and 
it hurt my foot. I really wanted to win 
this one; I guess I wanted to win too bad 
in qualifying. I wanted to put a good 
time up there, but it bit me. I got a terri- 
ble start and I got stuffed up a couple of 
times in traffic.” 

Randolph’s fourth-plaee finish 
matched his season best, and the Santa 
Rosa, California, resident was pleased 
with his effort: “I got a bad start and I 
did my best,” he said. “He (Pridmore) 
was real hard to get by. He made it a 
real good race. At the halfway mark I 
realized I had to get by, so I forced the 
issue. I could see Merkel getting away...I 
finished Top Expert, so that’s pretty 
good.”

Higbee over 
Zampach in a 
squeaker

MONTEREY, CA, MAY 22 
T he Shawn and Scott Show came to 
Laguna Seca Raceway for the 
fourth round of the Harley-David- 
son Twin Sport Series and didn’t disap- 
point, though they had an extra per- 
former this time. Teammates in 
endurance racing, the H-D 883-mounted 
pair of Scott Zampach and Shawn Hig- 
bee were joined by Aaron Yates and the 
trio traded the lead constantly, with the 
difference a slight .067 seconds in Hig- 
bee’s favor at the end of the 12-lap, 26.4 
mile race. “Now that's racing,” Tilley's 
H-D's Zampach said after coming up 
just short. "This is the best fun you 
could have." 

The win, Higbee's second in a row 
after Zampach won the first two races, 
leaves them tied on points at 134 after 
four of 11 races. 

"I stayed up last night until 11:00 
p.m. putting new valves in so I could 
keep up with Scott. That might be the

reason I won today," Bartel's H-D's Hig- 
bee said. 

Higbee was the first across the line to 
start the final lap; Zampach was in his 
shadow with Yates third. Zampach was 
able to make his way to the front in turn 
four. Higbee took the lead back going 
up to turn six, with Zampach reclaiming 
it going into turn 11 as Yates made a 
desperate move for the lead. The 
Moroney's H-D rider crashed, re- 
mounting to finish fifth. For Higbee and 
Zampach it was a drag race to the finish, 
with Higbee triumphant by a wheel. 

Third place went to dirt tracker Matt 
Wait, riding for Mitchell's Modesto H- 
D, the seventeen-year-old well in front 
of Hansen Motorcycles' Billy Graef. A 
four-rider train for sixth crossed the 
stripe with Low Country H-D's Chuck 
Blackmon in front of R.C. Cycles' Robert 
Cunnington, Hal's H-D's Andy Fen- 
wick, who was riding with a broken 
right foot, and H-D of Citrus Heights' 
Donnie Greene. 

A field of 23 took to the track at the 
start of the twelve-lap race. Zampach 
took the lead immediately in front of 
Higbee, with Cunnington an early third 
in front of Yates and Wait. 

By the second lap, there was already 
a gap between the top two and the rest, 
and it would grow to over two seconds 
before it began to shrink past the mid- 
way mark. On the seventh lap it was 
obvious that Yates was closing, and on 
the next lap he was up to second in front 
of Higbee, though Higbee took it right 
back. 

On the ninth lap, Yates went into the 
lead on the brakes into turn 11, but 
Zampach motored by him going over 
the hill and into turn two. Wait, who 
appeared to have the fastest 883, took 
the lead going up the hill into turn six, 
with Zampach taking it back before the 
end of the lap and holding it across the 
line. 

With two laps to go, Zampach was 
out front. Wait was second, but Higbee 
took the spot and then moved past Zam- 
pach on the run up to the Corkscrew. 

Across the line the final time Higbee 
led, Zampach was second, and Yates a 
constant third. 

The race would come down to a final 
drag race from turn 11 to the flagman, 
and Higbee was the winner. Zampach 
tucked into second, with Wait a sur- 
prised third after Yates slid out within 
sight of the flag. He was able to re- 
mount, but not before Graef sped past. 
Blackmon had moved steadily forward 
to take sixth, passing Cunnington on the 
10th lap to set the top nine places. єх

son, LaRocco lay ‘em low

BUDDS CREEK, MD, MAY 22 
o most, the Budds Creek 
motocross might have seemed 
like just another stop on the 
AMA National circuit, but to 
Team  Honda/1-800-COL- 
LECT's Steve Lamson and Team 
Kawasaki's Mike LaRocco, it served as 
an insurance policy. Both riders came 
into the hot, dry and dusty competition 
with leads in their respective divisions - 
Lamson’s in the 125cc class, and LaRoc- 
co's in the 250cc category - and both 
turned in strong, calculated perfor- 
mances to earn overall wins and 
increase those points leads. 

LaRocco, in particular, gained breath- 
ing room, garnering rare - for him - 
quick starts and easily outpacing the 
rest of the field as he rode to convincing 
wins in both motos. Last year's 500cc 
National Champion showed that he is 
head and shoulders above the rest of the 
riders on the circuit when he can get a 
good gate; if he can do so consistently, 
the competition stands little chance. He 
now heads teammate Mike Kiedrowski - 
third at "The Creek" - by 17 points. 

"I do a little better on the starts out- 
doors," said LaRocco, who also won the 
series opener. “The dirt's looser and it's 
easier to hook up. I was still a little sur- 
prised, though. It feels good to get 
another one (win). I needed it. I rode 
good today." 

The National also seemed to validate 
Team Honda's decision to have team 
riders Lamson and Jeremy McGrath 
swap classes this year (McGrath was 
moved up to the quarter-liter division, 
while Lamson was put aboard a tid- 
dler). Lamson's overall win should 
speak for itself, but McGrath was also 
impressive. Apparently tired of being 
called a "supercross-only" rider, 
McGrath showed that when he puts his 
mind to it, he can also ride an outdoor 
course with aplomb. The wide-open 
Budds Creek track was about as differ- 
ent as you can get from anything you'll 
ever find in a stadium, but the Camel 
Supercross Champion posted 3-2 moto 
finishes for second overall - his best fin- 
ish yet in his brief 250cc National MX 
career. 

"I'm kind of known as a Supercross 
guy, and I'm doing my best to change 
that," said McGrath, who had missed 
the second round with a sore knee. "I'm 
stoked. My arms pumped up early in 
the motos, but I rode better after I 
calmed down. Whenever we have a 
week off, I get a little nervous." 

Defending champion Mike 
Kiedrowski came into the race hoping 
for his second-straight win, but ended 
up doing a little damage control instead. 
Poor starts and crashes meant that he 
had to work through the pack in both 
motos, but he still managed 2-4 finishes 
for third overall. 

“I just kind of had one of those 
days," said Kiedrowski, a four-time 
National title-holder. “I’ve got to do bet-

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ter than that. I guess it’s not bad, consid- 
ering my starts and the dry track.” 

Finishing fourth overall was North 
County Yamaha privateer Jeff “Chick- 
en” Matiasevich, who finished an 
impressive third in the second moto. 
That, combined with an eighth in the 
first go-round, resulted in his best over- 
all National finish of the season. Team 
Boyesen/Yamaha/Penske’s John Dowd 
maintained third in the points with fifth 
overall, while Team Noleen/Sizzler/ 
Yamaha's Kyle Lewis and Larry Brooks 
sandwiched seventh-placed Phil 
Lawrence, who rides for Team Suzuki. 
Ninth and 10th went, respectively, to 
Honda of Troy’s Todd DeHoop and 
FMF/Beach Sportcycle Yamaha/Fox/ 
Shoei/Bel-Ray /Smith-sponsored priva- 
teer Ray Sommo. 

As is quickly becoming the norm this 
season, the talent-laden 125cc class pro- 
vided the majority of the close racing. 
Despite the fact that he was leading the 
125cc points chase coming into Budds 
Creek, Lamson had yet to win a moto 
this season. He quickly resolved that sit-

uation, however, by dominating the first 
moto and finishing a strong runner-up 
to Yamaha's Jeff Emig in the second out- 
ing - good enough for the overall win. 
Lamson now leads the points chase by 
14 points over Team Suzuki's Damon 
Huffman, 129-115. 

"I started getting a cold this morning, 
and I didn't even want to be here," said 
Lamson following the second win of his 
career; the first came two years ago at 
Hangtown. "I was just hoping to do 
decent, but it actually turned out pretty 
good." 

By winning the second moto, 1992 
125cc National MX Champion Jeff Emig 
helped make up for a first-moto third, 
and finished second overall. He also 
became the first 125cc rider of the sea- 
son to win more than one moto. Defend- 
ing champion Doug Henry - of Team 
Honda/1-800-COLLECT - was third 
overall, with Team SplitFire/Hot 
Wheels/Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes fin- 
ishing fourth. The top 10 overall posi- 
tions were filled out, respectively, by 
Huffman, Team SplitFire/Hot Wheels/ 
Kawasaki rider James Dobb, Honda of 
Troy's Craig Decker and Erik Kehoe, 
Pro Circuit privateer Jimmy Gaddis and 
RRP/Cycles of Palm Beach/Kayo/Dun- 
lop/P3/Sidi-backed privateer Tim 
Ferry. - 

This marked the first time since Octo- 
ber 4, 1992, that an AMA National was 
held at the high-speed Budds Creek 


Motocross Park. After hosting 
that year’s 125 and 250cc series 
finale, track owner Jonathan 
Beasley opted to take a year off 
while he concentrated on pro- 
moting last season’s sole U.S. 
GP. This year he is tackling both 
chores, as the World Champi- 
onship tour will visit the south- 
west Maryland track in a little 
over two months. 

After being subjected to two 
days of amateur racing, the 
facility was not in the best of 
condition. Despite track work- 
ers’ best efforts to water the 
course between motos, dust was 
still a factor, particularly in the 
early laps. Spectator attendance 
was estimated by organizers to 
be around 5200, though 3000 
appeared to be a more accurate 











number. A system of qualifiers and con- 
solation races trimmed the substantial 
202-rider field (107 in the 125cc; 95 in the 
250cc) down to 40 riders in each divi- 
sion.

LaRocco got the first 30-minute plus- 
two-lap moto off to a start with an 
extremely rare holeshot, and with his 
primary competition - Kiedrowski - 
mired midpack, the race was over. 
LaRocco was chased by Lewis, Team 
Yamaha’s Michael Ray Craig and 
McGrath, but was setting a blistering 
pace. While Kiedrowski struggled 
through dust and traffic, LaRocco pulled 
away at the rate of two seconds a lap, 
even after Lewis was displaced by 
Craig. 

“It was just a lucky holeshot, I 
guess,” laughed LaRocco. “I didn’t real- 
ly try to get away; I was just riding 
smooth.” 

McGrath was passed for fourth by 
John Dowd on the second of 15 laps, but 
he quickly retaliated and passed his way 


into second by lap six. His job was made . 


easier when Craig pulled off the track at 
the midway point, having aggravated 
his ankle injury. 

"In that turn at the top of the hill, 
there was a stump or a rock or some- 
thing by the track," said Craig. "My 
front end washed out, and I put my foot 
out. It hit it and got ripped under. I tried

to ride for a while, but it hurt too bad. I 
don't think I'll be able to ride moto 
two." 

After completing lap one in seventh 
place, Kiedrowski advanced until he sat 
third behind McGrath on lap seven, and 
soon he was challenging for the runner- 
up spot.

He wasn't to be so fortunate, 
though, as Healey and McGrath were on 
his rear fender by lap two. LaRocco had 
started fifth, but soon he and McGrath 
had displaced Healey and the leading 
Craig. Soon after, Craig pulled off, again 
in too much pain to continue. 

LaRocco and McGrath pulled away 
from the rest of the pack, and to the sur- 
prise of many McGrath held off the 
Kawasaki rider until midway through 
the 15-lap moto. “I was doing my best to 
hold LaRocco off, but I knew he was rid- 
ing good, and I wasn't surprised when 
he got by," said McGrath, who was 
passed at the bottom of a downhill. "I 
tried to stay with him after he got by, 
and I did - for a while." 

LaRocco again began setting blister-

The 24-year-old Hancock, already a 
British League veteran, had visited the 
American Final twice before, experienc- 
ing triumph and tragedy all at once. At 
Long Beach, California, in 1990, after 
locking up one of only four available 
qualifying spots to the Overseas Final, 
Hancock was involved in a terrible acci- 
dent during the four-man run-off for the 
American Championship, suffering a 
badly broken arm when he was acci- 
dently run over by Rick Miller. It pre- 
vented him from continuing further in 
the championship chase that year. Ham- 
pered by the lingering effects of that 
injury in 1991, Hancock returned to 
Long Beach for the last American Final 
ever to be held at the track and failed to 
qualify after crashing through the fence 
in one of his rides. Sure, Hancock 
debuted in the 1993 World Final, after 
being seeded as a top American and 
qualifying through the rest of the 
rounds. There was no American Final in 
1992 and 1993, however, and Hancock 
was left to ponder his misfortunes in 
front of his hometown boosters. 

But this was a new and different 
American Final, at a different race track, 
and it was Hancock's time to vindicate

his past by sweeping all of his rides en 
route to victory in front of 3500 fans. 
More importantly, he earned a ticket to 
the Overseas Final at Coventry, Eng- 
land, on June 12. Joining him will be his 
Cradely Heath Heathens teammate Billy 
Hamill, along with Josh Larsen, Dukie 
Ermolenko and also Mike Faria, who 
not only electrified Southern California 
speedway fans by qualifying, but fin- 
ished the event in fourth place. 

The American Final was a night of 
tragedy for yet another overseas-based 
American rider - the new one, Chris 
Manchester. Tied for the lead at one 
point in the meeting, Manchester 
crashed during his fourth-round ride 
and was severely injured. 

As the night began, Hancock - con- 
sidered a co-favorite to win the event - 
was confident that he would make it 
through, and that he knew what it 
would take to get that elusive maximum 
score. 

"The track's small, but it's got its big- 
track advantages," Hancock said. "It's 
going to take five good starts and not 
making any stupid decisions or mis- 
takes. It should be a good night." 

Another rider tabbed to take the win 
and go through, Hamill didn't mince 
words regarding what it would take. 

"Plenty of throttle," Hamill said, 
"and you gotta do what you gotta do." 

After watching current - or recent, in 
the case of Josh Larsen - overseas riders 
race to victory in the first three heats of 
the round, Hancock made his way to 
gate one for heat four, his important 
first ride of the evening. Also looking to 
get off to a good start, Hamill would 
come from the outside pole. Sand-

gate two and Brent Werner in three. 
Hancock quickly jumped into the lead, 
as Hamill wheelied off the line and car- 
ried his near-vertical machine into the 
first turn behind Castro. Hamill quickly 
dipatched Castro in turns one and two, 
but Hancock had already moved out to 
a comfortable advantage, which he 
would keep for the win and three 
points. Hancock finished second, scor- 
ing two. Castro beat Werner for one 
point. 

"Nobody had made the start from 
gate one, but I was determined to make 
it,” said Hancock, who was also pleased 
with the track conditions. "I don't think 
you could ever top Long Beach, but for 
putting together a one-off race track 
they've (International Speedway, Inc.) 
done a fantastic job." 








In round two, Hamill would drop 
another point to Josh Larsen, a former 
British League rider with the Arena 
Essex Hammers who has returned to 
Southern California for the '94 season. 
Larsen was in gate four, with Hamill on 
the pole. When the tapes went up, 
Larsen took control going into turn one. 
Hamill challenged him, trying to pull 
down inside Larsen for the lead off turn 
two; Bobby Schwartz and Jim Sisemore 
were quickly relegated to the back. But 
Larsen stayed hooked up and four laps 
later had his second win of the evening 
which kept him even with Hancock, 
who would score his second win in heat 
seven over Faria, Charlie Venegas and 
Brent Werner. 

Manchester was also maintaining a 
perfect score. The former U.S. National 
Champion, who now rides for the Belle 
Vue Aces in England, opened up the 
night with a victory over Venegas, Sise- 
more and reserve rider Jim Estes in heat 
two, and followed it up with another 
convincing win over Ermolenko in heat 
six. Manchester opened up the third 
round with yet another win in heat nine, 
the opening ride of round three. 

"The track is bitchin', and the compe- 
tition is really good," Manchester said. 
"I'm just putting it all together, finally, 
but my next two rides are the hardest. 
I'm going to give it everything I have; I 
won't be disappointed. I think TIl quali- 
fy, but you never know." 

Hancock and Larsen kept pace with 
Manchester in round three, posting wins 
in heats 10 and 11, respectively. Hamill 
finally broke through for his first win of 
the evenirig at the end of the round, 
with a win over Venegas, Bobby Hed- 
den and Brad Oxley in heat 12. 


By the intermission, Hancock, Larsen 
and Manchester were in good shape, 
sharing the event lead with nine points, 
while Hamill had rebounded somewhat 
with seven. Larsen was thrilled to be in 
such good shape. 

"Positive thinking; I'm not going to 
count my chickens," Larsen said. "I 
have to make the start of my life in the 
next one because I have Greg in four 
and Chris in two. I want to go through, 
but I want to win too.” 

Ermolenko was tied with Hamill for 
second, but with three riders already 
sharing the lead and Hamill looking 
stronger, the Wolverhampton Wolf was 
concerned with the direction his night 
was going. After an opening-round vic- 
tory in the first heat of the night, 
Ermolenko dropped two points, with 





second-place finishes to Manchester in 
round two and Hancock in round three. 

“1 went out there and everything was 
right for the first two rides. I started 
thinking about my bike and I tried to 
adapt it to the changing track condi- 
tions," Ermolenko said. "But the bike 
wouldn't hold up to the changes I made. 
Then I started thinking about myself. 
I've got to get my shit together for these 
last two heats." 

It would get worse for Ermolenko in 
heat 14. Coming off the pole, he lost one 
point to Hamill and another to the event 
leaders with a disappointing third-place 
finish. This put Ermolenko squarely on 
the bubble along with two Southern Cal- 
ifornia regulars: Venegas, who had won 
heat 13 for three big points; and Faria, 
who finished in second place in heat 14, 
ahead of Ermo- 
lenko. John Aden 
picked up his first 
win of the night in 
heat 15. 

Heat 16 was the 
quintessential race 
of the evening as it 
pitted the three 
leaders, all unde- 
feated, against one 
another. Larsen 
would come from 
the pole, with 
Manchester to his 
immediate right. 
Hedden was in 
gate three, with 
Hancock on the 
outside. 

Larsen took the 
start when the 
tapes went up but 
drifted high, 
allowing Hancock to drop down and 
turn the corner first for the lead on the 
back straight. Manchester got his worst 
start of the meeting, beating Hedden to 
the first turn and dropping right to the 
pole in an attempt to stay with Hancock 
and Larsen. The dust wisping off Man- 
chester's rear tire told the tale; there 
wasn't any traction to be had down low, 
and he was stuck in third place. Han- 
cock continued unwaveringly to the 
checkered flag for the win and retention 
of a maximum score. Larsen finished 
second - dropping a critical point - and 
Manchester cruised to third. 

“I made a great jump on Larsen, but 
he beat me to the corner," Hancock said. 
“1 just had to make it happen. I was on 
the back of that thing and pressing as 
hard as I could for every turn." 

Hancock was clearly over the hump, 
then a runaway win over Schwartz, 
John Kehoe and Oxley in heat 17 gave 
the PowerBar/Oilzall/Troy Lee 
Designs /Bell/Eddie Bull/Cirello/Talon 
Engineering/GTS Leathers /Oakley 
MSR-backed Hancock the vindication he 
had come seeking. 

“I feel great, obviously, because I 
wanted to win it full stop, and I didn’t 
want to lose any points. That's what I 
did," Hancock said. "I try not to think 
about (the past). I'm more concerned 
with tomorrow rather than yesterday. 
Instead of getting run over, we ran over 
everybody this time." 

Hancock may have locked up the 
title, but the remaining four qualifying 
spots were still up for grabs. Larsen was 
assured one of them when he finished 
second behind a rejuvenated Ermolenko 
in heat 18. 

Hamill's win in heat 19 drew him 
even with Larsen at 11 points, ensuring 
at least one run-off on the night, but it 
also spelled a disastrous end for Man- 
chester. Looking sure to earn a spot for 
the next round, Manchester gated

behind Hamill and drew close to him as 
they came back across the stripe at the 
end of lap one. Manchester continued to 
look for a way around Hamill in turns 
one and two before setting up for a fate- 
ful pass attempt in turn three. Drifting 
to the extreme outer edge of the turn, 
Manchester momentarily caught trac- 
tion, bringing his wheels into line. He 
continued to try and turn the corner 
behind Hamill, but clipped the last hay 
bale in turn four just as his drive down 
the front straightaway had begun. Man- 
chester's GM instantly made a hard left 
turn, throwing him to the ground. 
Though conscious and alert, Manchester 
complained of severe soreness in his 
right hip. He was taken by ambulance to 
the Ventura County Medical Center 
where X-rays later determined there 
were no breaks, but Manchester had 
apparently dislocated his hip severely in 
the crash. 

Manchester's sudden misfortune 
quickly put Faria back in the hunt for a 
qualifying spot, which was guaranteed 
when he won heat 20, the final regular 
round of the evening. 

In the run-offs to determine the final 
finishing order behind Hancock - and 
more importantly, the gate draw for the 
Overseas Final - Hamill defeated Larsen 
for second place, while Faria defeated 
Ermolenko for fourth place, surprising 
everyone, except maybe himself. 

“I figured it would take 12 points to 
qualify for this thing," Faria said. 
"Unfortunately, what happened to Chris 
made it that much easier. I just went for 
it. You had to go to the dirt." 

Hamill, though a bit disappointed 
about the way his evening had gone; 
still offered the best summation of what 
the American Final was all about. 

“I told you it was going to take a lot 
of throttle," Hamill said. "I'm through 
(to the next round). What more can I

Mr. Smith goes 10 wor

TILLAMOOK, OR, MAY 14-15 
hen defending National Reliability 
Enduro Champion Rodney Smith 
came to Tillamook, he had yet to 
score an overall victory in the 
series. Because of land-use prob- 
lems, only one final motocross test had 
been held in the first three rounds, and a 
grass-track special test had yet to be run. 
Smith, a former World MX GP competi- 
tor, had not been able to take advantage 
of his motocross skills, and his results 
reflected that fact; his best showing had 
been a second-place finish at round one 
in Arkansas, where the terrain tests were 
more akin to a national enduro than a 
typical Qualifier. In fact, National 
Enduro Champion Randy Hawkins was 
the overall winner. The next two races 
took place in desert conditions, and were 
predictably won by hare & hound aces 
Danny Hamel and Ty Davis. : 

The Tillamook round seemed an 
unlikely point for Smith to take over the 
series lead. He was seven points down 
on Hawkins, and would need to beat his 
teammate by at least two positions to 
overtake him. Smith did just that (and 
more), however, overcoming the tough 
trail conditions to post the win more 
than six minutes ahead of Hawkins. 

" All I can say is that this event was a 
real tough one," said Smith after the 
race. "I had decent tests both days and 
really didn't have any trouble when it 
counted." Rounding out the top five fin- 


ishers were Davis, Italian off-road star. 


Davide Trolli, National Hare & Hound 
Champion Danny Hamel and CRE260- 





mounted Kevin Hines. Hawkins was 
sixth overall. ; 

Smith's win was impressive. Though 
there was a final motocross test, most of 
the trail resembled a tough national 
enduro. Still, Smith finished ahead of 
three former or current National Enduro 
Champions. Before the event, Lobos 
M.C. president Barrett Brown said, 
“When this Qualifier is over on Sunday, 
I doubt if you'll see anyone smiling 
except the overall winner. Our club's 
philosophy is that a National Reliability 
Enduro is supposed to challenge the 
best riders - and take points away from 
those not up to the challenge." 

The two-day event was held in the 
Tillamook State Forest and ORV Park in 
Northwest Oregon, and was organized 
under special-use permits granted by 
local authorities. Day One went off 
without a hitch for most riders, as a sim- 
ple 20 mph speed average was used for 
the 100 miles of trail. Four special tests 
were included, each approximately five 
miles long and consisting of tight, tech- 
nical trails and two-track fire roads. 
After check three, riders were treated to 
a section called "The Plunge" - a mile- 
long downhill trail that most elected to 
walk their bikes down. The first and last 
tests were the same, and riders were 
only allowed 10 minutes to work on 
their bikes before impounding at the 
end of the day. 

At that point, the leaderboard 
showed Smith leading the field with a 
50-second cushion on Davis. Hamel was 
another six seconds back, leading the 
rest of the field by over 60 seconds. 

"I didn't really have any problems

today during my special tests," said 
Smith. “I ran into a couple of lapped rid- 
ers, but for the most part they got out of 
the way. It got a little dusty on the 
roads, but the trails were perfect. The 
special tests went from one extreme to 
another. First they'd have you going on 
some tight single-track, and then you'd 
be on a road for a mile or so. Then it was 
back into the tight stuff. You really had 
to be on your toes." 

"I had a problem getting into the 
groove today," added Davis, also a for- 
mer motocrosser. "Little things kept 
happening, like I'd blow off the trail or 
I'd crash. I even fell off one of the 
bridges. I just couldn't find my rhythm. 
I had trouble with my bike when a piece 
of torn gasket from my auxiliary tank 
got caught in the carburetor. I lost some 
time (in one of the tests)." 

Day Two used the first three special 
tests and checks from Day One, and ran 
a total of 134 trail miles before ending 
in Tillamook for the final MX. Because 
rain was forecast, the B schedule was 
used, bringing the speed average down 
to about 15 miles an hour in some sec- 
tions. 

Going into Day Two, Smith found 
himself in a unique situation. He had a 
decent lead over Davis, and the two 
were riding on the same row. "Because 
Ty and I rode together, it was easy to 
keep an eye on him...during our special 
tests," said the American Suzuki/Thor/ 
Bieffe/Smith/FMF/Race Tech/Pro 
Taper/Uni/ Alpinestars/PowerBar/ 
Motion Pro/Dunlop/DeVol/ Acerbis- 
sponsored Smith. "I knew I had about a 
minute to work with, so when he fell

behind in some tests, I knew I was 
pulling ahead of him. I was able to play 
it safe and not take any unnecessary 
chances." 

Moments after the first rider left at 
8:00 a.m., the rain began to fall and con- 
tinued to do so throughout the day. 
After finishing the third terrain test and 
riding to check three, the riders were 
sent across the Wilson River Highway to 
new terrain, and checks four through 
seven. Here, they were treated to terrain 
test number four, along with the tough- 
est transfer sections of the event. One 
such section included routes called 
"Sticks and Stones" and "Bungee Jump" 
- both long downhills that riders were 
forced to bulldog on. These two 
descents took the fight out of most of 
the riders, and checks five and six 
claimed most of the penalty points. 

"Sunday's new sections were really 
tough," said Davis. "It was just grueling; 
it never let up. After a while, it was like, 
"Enough of these trees, already!’ After 
check seven, when we crossed back over 
the highway, I thought, ‘All right! We'll 
just casually make our way back to the 
final motocross.' Then they ran us down 
"The Plunge" again. Yesterday I rode 
down it - today I got off the bike and 
bulldogged it down." 

The Hillsboro Honda/Suzuki-spon- 
sored final MX was a on long course 
that wound its way between a freshly 
mowed flat grass track and a small 
supercross-style practice track that was 
located in an adjacent pasture. The land 
was owned by Jim Deswart, a local 
dairy farmer.

one of the later gas stops today, because 
the bike was pinging badly during the 
final motocross,” said Smith. “I knew 
that I didn’t have to beat Ty for the 
overall win, so I just let him go, and 
saved the bike. At that point, all I was 
concerned about was Danny (Hamel). 
He finished quite a ways behind me in 
the final moto. I don’t think he was able 
to make up enough time during the day 
to catch me.” Hamel finished the event 
40 seconds behind Smith. 

In winning, Smith had won six of the 
Qualifier's nine special tests, while 
Davis won two, including a four-second 
victory over Smith in the final MX. 
Hamel set the benchmark during Satur- 
day's first terrain test. 
` “T got a slow start this year, finishing 
second behind Hawkins in the series 
opener," said Smith. "Things didn't go 
my way in Texas, either, when I got 
caught in a secret check and placed 
eighth. I had the flu when I rode Min- 
den (Nevada) last month, and finished 
third. Luckily, Randy (Hawkins) didn't 
overall those events." Smith now enjoys 
an eight-point lead over Hawkins mid- 
way through the eight-event series. Each 
rider will be allowed to throw out his 
worst two scores. 

Though Hawkins was a ways back in 
the overall standings, he did manage to 
win the Lightweight class (0-125cc), 
besting Kelby Pepper by. 60 seconds. 
Hawkins' chances at the overall were 
limited, due mainly to a lack of power in 
comparison to the bigger bikes. "The 
special tests here were very technical 
and very long," said Hawkins. "These 
125s just don't have the power to keep 
up with the 250s under those condi- 
tions." 

"The riding was really tough," said 
Pepper. "It was really physically 
demanding, something we normally 
find only in the National Enduro Series. 
Fortunately, they gave us enough time 
to make it to each check. A couple of 
times I got caught up in some bottle- 
necks, but was able to make it without 

. losing any points." Pepper finished 
eighth overall. 





“Riding with Rodney was kind of 
fun, because if he didn’t take any 
chances on the trail, then neither did I,” 
said Davis. “We still pushed each other 
so we wouldn't be late for any of the 
checks. Rodney was riding really good, 
and just didn't make any mistakes in his 
tests. I got caught up in traffic in a test 
and Rodney took a bigger lead, so I had 
made up my mind to just hold onto sec- 
ond." 

Finishing third overall and in the 
Heavyweight class (126cc and up) was 
Davide Trolli. The Italian ran out of fuel 
on Day Two, and received help from 
Team Green cohort Dana Van Stee. "If it 
wasn't for Dana, I wouldn't be here," 
said Trolli. "I am very glad for his help. 
These events are difficult for me. They 
are nothing like the World (Enduro) 
Championships. These special tests are 
very tight. Here, you must wear hand- 
guards, and if you catch a rider on a 
special test, you have a hard time pass- 
ing. In Europe, the trails are wide and 
you rarely have problems passing in a 
test. I'm happy with my results today, 
but I think this is tough for one of your 
enduros. The last sections were very dif- 
ficult.” 

Dan Harte and Brad Turnridge took 
first and second, respectively, in the 
Heavyweight Four-Stroke class (351cc 
and up), capitalizing on a Day-Two 
injury to Scott Summers. In the Light- 
weight Four-Stroke division (0-350cc), 
KTM's Jeff Russell finished 10th overall, 
beating Patrick Garrahan and Larry 
Roeseler - both of whom were on 
Kawasaki KLX250s that were bored out 
to approximately 292cc. Dirt Rider mag- 
azine editor Tom Webb topped the 
Senior class on a Husaberg, bettering 
Lyle Duronso and Dick Burleson. сх

Round 1: Iron Horsemen Hill

GOSHEN, IN, MAY 15 
ike Dent blasted his way up 
the Iron Horsemen Hill, tak- 
ing his Harley-Davidson to 
the top honors in his first- 
ever Pro Hillclimb event. 
Dent, a new addition to the Gerencer 
Red Team, demonstrated his smooth 
riding skills with two excellent runs, 
and a win in the 800cc class. Not so 
surprising - but no less impressive - 
was last year’s 540cc National Cham- 
pion Paul Pinsonnault, who took his 
Honda on a fast and smooth single 
ride to start the year off on a winning 
note. 

The season’s opener was hosted by 
the 48-year-old Goshen Iron Horsemen 
M.C., celebrating the running of its 
25th national. Two nationals a year are 


held on the hill, and the circuit will 
return there on September 18. The 
ascent is the shortest on the circuit, but 
one of the most challenging for riders - 
and exciting for the spectators. The 
160-foot climb features two notorious 
jumps: one at the 30-foot mark, and 
the second another 60 feet up. When 
riders choose to turn the two leaps 
into a single double jump, spectacular 
air time is the result. After the jumps, 
the hill steepens before leveling off at 
145 feet, where the timing lights are 
placed. The event was dedicated to 
Zeek Wenger, a veteran of motorcycle 
sports who rode for 50 years, raced for 
20, and refereed competitions for 27. 
He is also the father of Larry Wenger, 
the current Iron Horsemen president. 
The weather provided damp condi- 
tions for the day’s events. As the fans 
and riders began to arrive on the

grounds, the air was filled with the 
familiar sound of exotic equipment 
being fired up. The weather slowly 
cleared and dried out as the day wore 
on, and the crowd grew to an estimat- 
ed 2100. 

The event went off with few 
injuries, though there was some bro- 
ken equipment. Indianapolis resident 
Glen Petty brought the crowd to its 
feet when he and his Triumph landed 
hard from the jump in round one. The 
wreck nearly broke his machine in 
half, requiring course workers to 


physically carry the motorcycle off the 
hill. 

The drawing put William Hislop 
onto the hill first to start the event. 
Hislop on his Honda squirmed out of 
the starting box, kicking over each of 
the two jumps before coming to a stop 
at the 100-foot mark - the victim of a 
thrown chain. As the 540cc class con- 
tinued, the hill’s condition proved to 
offer plenty of traction. Ludlow, Mass- 
achusetts’ Pinsonnault started left in 
the box and launched his Honda hard 
onto the hill, showing the technical 
skills that gained him last year's title. 
The Moto-X/U.S. Mako Wulf Sport/ 
Boeri-sponsored Pinsonnault provided 
some stylish aerials before tripping the 
timing lights at 3.5244. It would be his 
only ride of the day, as he elected to 
let his time stand. 

Canadian Ted Wilkins, aboard the 
innovative Rotax machine, launched 

















quickly out of the box and kicked his 
bike up the hill. He logged a time of 
3.8668 on his first climb, and elected to 
try and improve it. Wilkins left 
straight as an arrow on his second 
attempt, landing square and bettering 
his time with a 3.5312 run: not as fast 
as Pinsonnault but good enough for 
second. 

“You've got to hold it on until the 
lights; that’s the trick - that and a 
smooth jump,” said Wilkins. 

Mike DeBusk fired his nitro-fueled 
BSA over the jumps, crossing up as he 
landed with the throttle on. He main- 
tained his momentum and threw a 
rooster tail through the lights, stop- 
ping them at 3.5436. The lights were 
stopped, but DeBusk wasn’t, as he 
topped the hill and plunged over the 
crest. He injured his left arm in the 
fall, preventing him from riding a sec- 
ond time. Luckily, his fateful ride was 
fast enough to earn him third place. 

"You've just got to keep your head 
together," said DeBusk. "(You want 
to) get out of the hole straight and be 
on the power when you hit the ground 
- and be hopeful you won't crash at 
the top of the hill like I did today." 

When the remainder of the class 
had completed their second runs, Pin- 
sonnault's single run was still good 
enough for the win. "I didn't think I 
would do as well as I've done today," 
said Pinsonnault. “I just set the bike 
up like I did last fall when I won here. 
After watching a few guys, I knew I 
would be all right." 

Dan Watson had the honors of get- 
ting the 800cc class off to a start. Wat- 
son put his motorcycle onto the hill 
cautiously, springing off the first jump 
and motoring over the second. He 
blasted to the top with a time of 
5.1815, and a crash at the 85-foot mark 
on his second run didn't allow him to 
improve his time. 

Greg Williams put his four-cylinder 
nitro-breather far right in the box 
before launching. He landed beyond 
the second jump and cleared his 
engine as he hammered his motorcycle 
over the top with a 3.6086. Returning 
in round two, Williams launched 
quickly and smoothly, clearing the 
jumps without effort as he kicked out 
a rooster tail and climbed through the 
lights, bettering his first climb with a 
3.4080. That time proved to be the 
third-fastest. 

"The guys on the Harleys seem to 
dominate here, and for me to go home 
in the top three, I figure that's a real 
good day's work," said Canada's 
Williams. "I am happy about that; it's 
put me in a real good position for the 
rest of the races." 

Representing the USA Team, Randy 
Gabriel exited the launch pad aboard 
his nitro-fed Harley, fast and with 
finesse. He used his low-flying air time 
to gain time on the ground, making 
use of all the traction he could muster. 
His slingshot ride could not have been 
smoother, as he landed on both wheels 
past the second jump and fled through 
. the lights to secure second place with 
his only climb of the day. 

"(My) strategy for today was to 
stay in the top six and to continue to 
do that for the next few races," said 
Gabriel. “We’ll do all right. I might 
have to slow down to do that, but I 
think we can stay in the top six." 

The surprise of the day was new- 
comer Mike Dent, of Charleston, West 
Virginia. Dent brought his amateur 
hillclimbing skills to Goshen, and dis- 
played an excellent ride aboard his 
nitro-burning Harley-Davidson. Dent 
started left in the box and exited 





smoothly, spending a minimal amount 
of time airborne. He landed and throt- 
tled without hesitation, goosing his 
thunderous Harley to the timing lights 
and setting a time of 3.4380. Although 
Dent was second at the end of round 
one, he returned for the second round 
to beat out Randy Gabriel by only 
three thousandths of a second, with a 
time of 3.3945. Dent had taken the vic- 
tory in his first race as a Pro! 

"I just wanted to make sure I sailed 
the jump and landed straight, and the 
rest was (of) no concern," said a smil- 
ing Dent afterwards. "I'm thankful for 
being hooked up with the Gerencer 
team and (for) being put on a machine 
(that's) capable of winning." сх

Round 4: British GP

HAWKSTONE PARK, ENGLAND, MAY 15 
usqvarna four-stroke ace Jacky 
Martens stormed back into 
contention for the World 
Championship 500cc MX title 
with his first overall victory of 
the series. Martens' win came 

at the gnarly Hawkstone Park circuit in 

central England. 

The defending champion is now just 
six points behind series points leader 
Marcus Hansson from Sweden, while 
fellow Belgian Joel Smets still holds 
down second in the standings. 

The trio have completed the podium 
at two of the last three rounds; a 
mechanical DNF for Martens one week 
earlier in Ireland had prevented a simi- 
lar tale there. A broken hand in England 
for Gert Jan Van Doorn, the winner of 
the series opener, has dropped him out 
of contention. 

Overnight rain had made the always- 
difficult track - deep unrelenting sand 
for most of its length, but also featuring 
one of the longest, steepest climbs in 
motocross - treacherous in the extreme. 
It was more a matter of survival than 
racing. 

Martens and Dutch sand expert Carlo 







































Hulsen, contesting his first GP of the 
year, holeshot the opener, but it was the 
Belgian who raced clear, already leading 
by nearly the length of the finish straight 
at the end of the first shortened lap. 

The champion was never in trouble: 
"Once I was in front I knew that no one 
could catch me. I quickly opened up a 
lead of more than ten seconds and knew 
that was enough," said Martens. 

Hulsen held onto second for half the 
race. “I didn't like the track yesterday. It 
was too fast, but the rain made it just 
how I like it. I had my bike set up wrong 
for the whoops, but I don't think I could 
have beaten Martens anyway. Perhaps I 
would have kept back Smets," he said. 

Smets admitted how tough the track 
was for the race: “I had to settle for sec- 
ond. It is too rough today to take risks. 
Mistakes can come fast and be serious 
on a track as brutal as this. I might have 
had a small chance if I had got to second 
earlier, but I got struck in the left eye by 
a rock the first time I came up behind 
Hulsen on the second lap." 

Championship leader Hansson even- 
tually got home fourth after a hard ride. 
"I always seem to start badly here. I was 
11th at the start, and then I took too long 
to get past (Billy) Liles. He was all over 
the place." 





The American, now a full-fledged 
member of the Jobe team and a triple 
winner on his last visit to the track in 
1992, was content with fifth. "I have 
never seen it so rutted as today," said 
Liles. “They had already watered it yes- 
terday evening before it started to rain. 
There was no way you could try too 
hard. Look what happened to Van 
Doorn.” 

Van Doorn had gone out on lap one 
after starting fourth. He had already left 
the facility before the end of the moto, 
his title dreams buried. His mechanic 
explained: “He struck his right hand on

Husqvarna Martens and Smets were outgated by 
four-stroke to Mervyn Anstie, but needed only a few 
wins in both hundred meters to oust the Brit.

was second "I started to get into real difficulties 
overall on his during the second half of the race. I 
trick Vertemati developed a migraine after Ireland and I 
four-stroke. was in bed for two days this week. I 












thought I was over it, but the lack of 
training got to me physically as the race 
wore on. That is why I fell. I was happy 
with third under the circumstances,” 
said Smets. 

When Smets crashed, it was Hansson 
who took over second. “I got second 
when Smets fell the first time, then I 
went down, myself, in the whoops 
before he fell again and handed second 
back to me.” 

Hulsen had been challenging for 
fourth early on, but eventually dropped 
back to sixth. “I simply got tired. I don’t 
have to ride for so long in a day in Hol- 
land and I had underestimated how 
much strength I needed to race these 
guys. But now I know and can get ready 
for the Dutch GP next month.” 

Another racer highly satisfied with 
his second race score was Siggi Bauer. 
The Austrian hard-pack specialist had 
never ridden in such conditions before. 
“I had intended to practice sand riding 
technique with Harry Everts in Belgium 
in February, but it never stopped rain- 
ing all month. I showed (in the Austrian 
GP) at Sittendorf that I am as fast as the 
four-strokes on hard-pack and that is 
where we go next in Italy and Slova- 
kia." 

Liles was less happy with his second- 
moto performance, as he crashed and 
DNFed. "It was only a small fall, but 
(Danny) Theybers was right behind me 
and couldn't avoid running into my 
bike. I tried to carry on, but the pipe was 
off and the power was gone." 

Liles’ new boss, multi-time World 
Champion Georges Jobe, did not race; 
he is still troubled by the effects of the 
trapped nerve in his left shoulder. €x

GDYNIA, POLAND, MAY 15 
efending 250cc World Champion 
Greg Albertyn moved into an 
emphatic 24-point lead in the 250cc 
World Championship MX Series at the 
sandy Gdynia track, a few miles along 
the Polish coastline from the Baltic port 
of Danzig, registering his second GP 
win on consecutive weekends. 
The Johnson Suzuki teamster had 
struggled to show his usual pace in the 
early rounds, but a new frame design

has given the South African the 
improved handling he needed as he 
goes for his third world title in as many 
years. 

The race was another bitter disap- 
pointment for Kawasaki's Stefan Everts. 
The Belgian, who had been the fastest 
man at each of the first four GPs, suf- 
fered a morale-shaking six-second 
defeat by his rival in moto one as the 
duo raced 30 seconds clear of the 
remaining riders, and then crashed over 
a jump while leading moto two and 
could only finish 14th for two meager 
points. He now trails Albertyn by 35 
points in the standings. 

Minnesotan Donny Schmit remains 
second in the standings. He suffered a 
narrow defeat at the hands of Albertyn 
in race two, but was pushed down to 
ninth in the opener. 

Schmit was the only American to fin- 
ish the first moto, as Trampas Parker 
and Tallon Vohland both retired early, 
each dropping a place in the standings 
despite scoring in race two. 

The factory development Honda was 
absent from the race, even though 
Dutchman Edwin Evertsen had won a 
major race at Rhenen in his homeland 
on the previous Thursday (Ascension 
Day, a public holiday in most of 
Europe). 

The race was a vital one for riders 
hoping to qualify to have their expenses 
at the upcoming non-European rounds 
of the series in Venezuela and at Budds 
Creek, Maryland, covered by the FIM. 

Only the first 15 in the standings 
after the sixth GP receive such assis- 
tance, and a second-race fourth for ex- 
champion Alessandro Puzar got him in 
at the last gasp. сч

here was an element of 
near-tragic irony in the 
event that was unfolding 
before Brian Lunniss’ eyes 
on that summer day, 12 
years ago in Germany. 
Lunniss was a member of 
a powerful Team Honda, working as a 
mechanic for Donnie Hansen, who was 
fresh from clinching the duo’s first-ever 
AMA National Championship. The 
American Honda team was in Europe, 
preparing to protect the early days of 
America’s now long-standing strangle- 
hold on the coveted Motocross des 
Nations crown. 

On a motocross bike, Donnie Hansen 
was smooth and always in control. The 
late ‘70s feet-off-the-pegs riding mode 
introduced by Bob Hannah had left its 
mark on motocross; Hansen was one of 
the first to take that speed and refine it, 
executing it with style. If Hannah was 
rough and raw like Janis Joplin, then 
Hansen was stylish and fluid like Melis- 
sa Etheridge. The intense feeling was 
still there and still very real, but it was 
smoothed out, finely-tuned and more 
relaxing to take in. 

But on this day at a German practice 
track, located within earshot of the 
Autobahn howl of BMWs and Porsches, 
the only feeling was one of fear. Hansen 
had crashed while dicing with Honda 





teammate Danny “Magoo” Chandler 
and his landing was hard, driving him 
headfirst into the ground. The impact 
had crushed the padding inside 
Hansen’s helmet, resulting in instant 
brain damage. Lunniss ran to find 
Hansen on the ground, first twitching, 
then shaking and finally convulsing, by 
now very much out of control of even 
his own body. Lunniss quickly thrust.a 
rag into his rider’s mouth to prevent 
him from biting off his own tongue, and 
rushed him to a hospital, where he 
struggled to communicate with German 
doctors about what had happened to his 
rider, to his friend. Hansen soon lapsed 
into a coma, where he would remain for 
several weeks. Though he would recov- 
er, Hansen would never again compete 
in professional motocross. 

In 24 years on the motocross circuit, 
Lunniss has seen a lot... perhaps a lot 
more than he has wanted to: successes 
and failures; victories and violent get- 
offs; championship trophies and chilling 
moments when the dark side of motor- 
sports rears its ugly head, as the battle 
moves from the race track to the emer- 
gency room and the fight is no longer 
for the overall win, but for life itself. 

"I've had to make a lot of calls to 
family members over the years," says 
Lunniss today, lean, even wiry at age 
43. "Sometimes, I can tell them, "He's 
crashed, but he's gonna be okay.' 
Sometimes, it’s, "He's crashed and...we 
have to talk to the doctor. We're just 


going to have to wait...and see what 
happens."" 

Wrenching on the motocross circuit 
is a fast-paced life. Driving box vans at 
fast speeds, eating fast food and spin- 
ning wrenches on fast bikes ridden by 
fresh-faced teenagers who love to go 
fast on motorcycles. In professional 
motocross, riders last for a while; 
mechanics, usually, just a little while 
longer. Lunniss has been the exception. 
For nearly a quarter of a century, he has 
been torquing head bolts, tuning sus- 
pensions and changing tires ("the worst 
part of the job," he says) for some of the 
biggest names in motocross. He has 
worked for three of the four major 
Japanese factories, and his riders have 
captured titles in 250cc, 500cc and 
Supercross competition. And he isn't 
finished yet. "I have friends in NASCAR 
and Indy car racing who are pushing 60. 
I want to keep on going as long as I 
can." 

Lunniss was once a racer himself, a 
factory pilot for the snowmobile manu-

facturer Moto-Ski in the late sixties. He 
was even a World Amateur Champion. 
Unfortunately, Lunniss’ success came 
during America’s peak involvement in 
Vietnam, and snowmobile champions 
did not qualify for deferments. Lunniss 
went to work for Uncle Sam and when 
his two-year tour ended, he signed on 
with U.S. Suzuki to assist in the devel- 
opment of a new line of snowmobiles. 
The early days of the industry gave no 
heed to specialists, and Lunniss found 
himself drafted once more, this time to 
Daytona, where he would wrench on 
both the 500cc two-stroke twin road 
racer piloted by New Zealander Geoff 
Perry and the motocross machine rid- 
den by the Flyin’ Hawaiian, John DeSo- 
to. 


The sport began growing, and Lun- 
niss was eventually permanently 
assigned to the fledgling motocross divi- 
sion. While Roger DeCoster, Joel Robert 
and Sylvain Geboers were winning 
Grands Prix for Suzuki in Europe, the 
American effort was struggling. That 
would change in 1975, when Suzuki 
signed on Tony,DiStefano and Billy 
Grossi, two of the hottest properties in 
the sport. Injuries had kept the talented 
teenagers from winning National Cham- 
pionships in 1974, and Suzuki believed 
they would return healthy, fast and vic- 
torious. DiStefano, with help from 
mechanic Keith McCarty, captured his 
crown in the 250cc class. Heading into 
the final round of the 500cc series, 
Grossi and Lunniss were also on top of 
the point standings. Capturing that 
championship would have made 1975 
the most successful year ever for any 
manufacturer in the history of the sport. 

^Billy was a flamboyant kid... very 
different from Tony D., but he was a 
good kid from a family that was really 
into motorcycling,” Lunniss recalls. “He 
was pretty nervous that week, but once 
he was on the track, he was okay. Both 
he and Jimmy Weinert had gotten bad 
starts, but they were working their way 
through the pack, side by side, when a 
lapped rider went down in front of 
them, right after a big jump. Weinert 
missed him - Billy didn't. 

"It happened right in front of the 
mechanics' area," Lunniss remembers. 
"The motorcycle bounced into the fence 
and smashed into a parked van. Back in 
the mid ‘70s, customized vans with low 
fiberglass spoilers on the sides were 
everywhere, and his bike became 
wedged underneath one of them.” 

Under the AMA's rule prohibiting 
outside interference, Lunniss stood 
helplessly by as Grossi fought valiantly 
to free his bike from the van's gaudy 
bodywork. Weinert went on to win the 
500cc National title that day. It was as 
close as Grossi would ever come to a 
Championship, and it would be seven 
long years before Hansen would bring 
Lunniss his first-ever AMA number-one 
plate. 

It was during the 1980s with Team 
Honda that Lunniss enjoyed his most 
successful years, working first with 
Hansen, then Bob Hannah and later 
Rick Johnson. 

"I can remember Bob (Hannah) say- 
ing, ‘I want to beat these guys so badly 
today that they'll remember me, and 
two weeks from now, they're gonna see 
me coming and move over.' And that's 
exactly what they did." 

Hannah won a lot of races for the red 
team in the mid-'80s. His way of thank- 
ing his mechanic came in the sleek form 
of a gift Ferrari. 

"People who don't really follow the 
sport still want to know whatever hap- 
pened to ‘Hurricane’ Hannah," Lunniss 
says. "He was one of the first American 








riders to really extend himself to the 
fans. He had a lot of charisma - the sport 
needs someone like him today." 

With Lunniss as his mechanic, John- 
son garnered more supercross wins than 
any rider in AMA history, despite a 
wrist injury which cut short his career. 
That happened in Florida, again not far 
from the mechanics' area, and again it 
was Lunniss who had to make the call 
to the family. "I'm starting to really hate 
having to take riders to the emergency 
room," he moans. "When it happens 
now, I sometimes feel like saying, ‘Isn't 
there somebody else who can do this?" 

The one-off, hand-built, $100,000 fac- 
tory works machines are now ghosts of 
motocross past, thanks to the AMA's 
production-bikes-only rule. They were 
exotic machines formed of expensive 
metals, and while Lunniss remembers 
most of them fondly, he can also tell sto- 
ries of one-off, hand-built, $100,000 fac- 
tory flops. He remembers that, "the 1979 
works RC125 Honda had a frame that 
wiggled so badly it cracked the engine 
cases." Mercifully, the bike was also 
much too slow to ever endanger its rid- 
ers. "We spent a lot of late nights trying 
to make that bike competitive." 

There were also great motorcycles, 
specifically Hansen's 1982 RC250. "The 
“81 models had the radiator mounted 
high, behind the number plate. The fac- 
tory told us that's where it had to be for 
proper airflow. We didn't like that, so 
we moved it down by the cylinder. 
When the season ended, the bikes 
would be sent home to Japan, and they 
would base the next year's works 
machine on it. When they came back to 
us in “82,” Lunniss says with a wry 
smile, "the radiator was where we put 
it, and that's where they still are today." 

Lunniss has accepted the change 
from works to production bikes, just as 
he has had to weather other changes 
which must occur as a sport grows in 
popularity. One that he has not cottoned 
to is the increased amount of media cov- 
erage. Last year, during an ESPN super- 
cross production, cameramen moved in 
for a close-up of Yamaha's Damon Brad- 
shaw - Lunniss' rider at the time. The 





North Carolina bad boy had already 
attracted a great deal of dubious publici- 
ty that year, and at this race he had 
endoed in a very big way and was dou- 
bled over in pain. The photographer 
was looking for a tight shot showing 
facial expression. Using his pit board as 
a fly swatter, Lunniss shooed the video- 
graphers away in an attempt to shield 
his rider from further humiliation. 

^What they didn't know," Lunniss 
says “was that when Damon crashed, he 
had taken a hard shot to his groin. They 
had their video...how many shots do 
you need of a guy who's in that kind of 
intense pain?" Lunniss had done the 
same thing a few years earlier, when 
cameramen moved in for a close-up as 
track personnel attempted to pull John- 
son's injured fingers back into their 
sockets. Unbeknownst to both the 
medics and Johnson, the fingers weren't 
dislocated; they were broken, and the 
MX star was fighting back tears. Lunniss 
forced his way between the lens and his 
agonized star rider. 

The veteran mechanic, himself, has 
also been caught off-guard by the cam- 
era on occasion. ESPN provided viewers 
with a glimpse of an emotional Lunniss, 
angrily slam-dunking wrenches 
moments after Bradshaw choked away 
the 1992 Camel Supercross Champi- 
onship. Media coverage is part of any 
game, and without it the sport would 
not survive. But that doesn’t mean Brian 
Lunniss has to like it. 

Today, his newest assignment is 
Michael Ray Craig, signed on after 
Bradshaw shocked the motocross world 
with the announcement of his retire- 
ment (Lunniss doubts he will ever 
attempt a comeback). Riding a semi-fac- 
tory Kawasaki in 1993, Craig showed 
flashes of brilliance before consistently 
crashing out of the money. This year, 
under Lunniss’ guidance, he became the 
first rider to stop the Jeremy McGrath 
Camel Supercross freight train. His vic- 
tory came in round five at Tampa, and 
he almost did it again in Minneapolis, 
where he lead for 16 laps before surren- 
dering to the McGrath charge. 

Craig respects his mechanic and

relies on him for more than just mechan- 
ical expertise. “During a race, I'll tense 
up," Craig says. "Brian will know it and 
he'll write "Breathe' on the pit board. He 
knows my weak points. He's satisfied 
with second, but he's not happy. This is 
his life; he wants to win." 

Today, when (if) you stroll (sneak) 
into the spacious new Team Yamaha 
semi-truck trailer, ("That truck has defi- 
nitely lengthened my career," Lunniss 
says) you will find yourself in a living 
history museum of motocross. Former 
Lunniss cohorts include current Team 
Manager Keith McCarty (former 
mechanic for DiStefano and Hannah), 
and consultant Jon Rosenstiel (former 
mechanic to Marty Smith and Broc 
Glover, and step-dad to Warren Reid). 

, himself, has even signed on as 
a rider consultant. 
Behind the semi, there is Lunniss, 
power-washing Craig's YZ250. He 
scrubs it clean, much like he once pol- 
ished Donnie Hansen's RC250. He lifts it 
off the stand, probably in the same way 
that he handled Billy Grossi's RN370. 

“People will say to me, ‘Don’t you 
wish you had a son, so you could watch 
him ride?” Lunniss, the father of a 14- 
year-old daughter, smiles. He may be 
thinking about calming a young racer's 
nerves as a championship battle winds 
down. Perhaps he is reminiscing about 
the difficulty in drawing information 
out of a teen-aged rider so as to more 
precisely jet a carburetor. He might even 
be pondering about how a young man 
can walk away from big money, prestige 
and motocross fame, simply because he 
doesn't want to do it any longer. Still 
smiling, he continues. “I always tell 
them, "No, I usually get a new one every 
three or four years anyway!"

the likable Finn. ^Angel Garcia would 
have won, had he not been penalized on 
time.

ith each passing Championship round, it becomes more and 
Wr evident that a time limit is necessary in each section, 
and 1995 will see such a change in World Championship 
Competition. Such limits are already being used in the French 
National Championship Series. : 
Many riders spend huge amounts of time in the sections, causing 
bottlenecks, which causes riders who would not otherwise incur time penalties to 
drop points. Some riders take up to seven minutes to complete a section. Lately, tri- 
als seems to have become a sport that lacks improvisation, spark and genius, as the 
riders all use the same techniques and routines - advance, stop, position, rest - 
which makes it difficult for the spectators to appreciate the difficulty of each section. 
Spectators often become bored when a rider balances and rests repeatedly, and 
quite often, they do not even clap when the rider has completed each challenge. 
They do, however, respond when a rider tackles a section in a continuous and 
aggressive manner. This is a good measure of the sport's true appeal. бу 
Indoor trials has benefited from time limits, and such constraints have greatly. 
improved the show. The time has come, and 1995 will see the World Championshi 
Series implement the greatest rule change since the inclusion of the two-point score. 






the bottlenecks that occurred at each 
section, but was happy to have finished 
ahead of Tarres. “It’s a shame we could 
not end this trial the same way we fin- 
ished Saturday’s prologue.

talian Giorgio Grasso, the 1993 
250cc World Enduro Champion, 
got a lucky break as he won the 
second round of the series on his 
Totip-sponsored Yamaha YZ125. 
Grasso had some help from his 
fellow countrymen, as the final 

loop was thrown out when it was 
found that the Italian riders had been 
getting assistance through some of the 
tougher sections, which a Saturday 
night thunderstorm had rendered 
nearly unridable. The decision was a 
bitter blow to defending 125cc World 
Champion Paul Edmondson. The Brit 
had turned in the best score on the 
loop, and taken over the overall lead, 
but the Gas-Gas rider had to settle for 
second overall after the loop was 
thrown out. 

“I knew what I had to do going into 
the last lap, and I rode really well," 
said Edmondson. "I gave it my all; then 
they find out the Italians are cheating." 


Grasso lucks out 





But Grasso was silent about the 
issue, and appeared satisfied with the 
outcome. And why not? Because of the 
decision, his class lead in the series 
standings is now 10 points more than it 
would have been had the lap counted. 
He leads Edmondson 71-55. 

One Italian who did comment was 
“93 500cc Four-Stroke Champion Fabio 
Farioli. “Sure, the Italians help each 
other, but everyone does - not just us.” 

Farioli ended up third in the Heavy- 
weight Four-Stroke division - with a lit- 
tle help from his friends. 

Like most stops on the World 
Enduro circuit, the French round was 
held in a magnificent area, with plenty 
of hills, mud and rough special tests.

winning the third and fifth tests. The 
Englishman’s times put him six sec- 
onds ahead of Grasso and gave him 20 
championship points. 

“T can get some points back, and so 
far it’s looking good,” said Edmond- 
son, who didn't finish the first round. 

"I have kept my lead and he needs 
many points to catch me," said series 
leader Grasso. 

The return of French rally king 
Stephane Peterhansel was bad news for 
round-one aces Giovanni Sala and Cyril 
Esquirol in the Heavyweight division. 
Coming off a win in the Tunisia Rally, 
Peterhansel was in a mood to conquer, 
and the Yamaha France rider won the 
day ahead of Swede Joachim Hedenahl 
and Italian Tullio Pellegrinelli. : 

The Swedish contingent was expect- 
ed to do well -.and in the Lightweight 
Four-Stroke class, at least, they came 
through. Defending champ Sven Erik 
Jonsson led fellow Swede Anders 
Eriksson, and was satisfied with his 
day. “I won the first special test and 
just kept my head,” he said. “We are 
happy with the result, as my points 
lead is now looking good.” 

The first day gave the Heavyweight 
Four-Stroke class lead to Slovakian 
Jaraslov Katrinak, who finished ahead 
of Finn Kari Tiainen. The Husky pilot's 
four out of five wins in the special tests 
had him well ahead. Defending cham- 
pion Farioli was having a bad day, back 
in fourth. 





DAY 2 


Sunday morning was greeted with 
a heavy thunderstorm, one that would 
give many of the riders fits. Some of 
the special tests had simply become 
mud pits, but the 125cc machines 
seemed to have less trouble than the 

bigger bikes. Italian KTM riders Farioli 
and Mario Rinaldi both complained of 
a lack of power from their four- 
strokes. 

The Lightweight division riders 
were in a titanic struggle for both class 
honors and the overall win. Grasso 
started off with a win in the first special 
test, but was soon hauled in by Italian 
Stefano Passeri, who won the second 
test. It was Edmondson’s turn to shine 
on the final loop, and he took over the 
lead - until the loop was thrown out. 

"Bloody Italians; they do it all the 
time," said Edmondson. "This just isn't 
fair." 

"It is not my problem," countered 
Grasso. "I rode well all weekend, and 
the points are mine." With a healthy 
lead and the next round to be held in 
his homeland, Grasso is brimming with 
zonfidence. 

France had their only winner of the 
weekend in the Heavyweight class, 
vith Peterhansel adding a Day-Two 
vin to that of Saturday thus earning a 
»erfect 40 points. Esquirol, his country- 
nan and main competition, was not so 
ucky. He scored only five points on 
sunday and dropped to third place in 
he series, while the steady Sala was the 
unner-up and maintained his series 
»oints lead. El Campero Husqvarna's 
'ellegrinelli picked up two third-place 
inishes for third overall, and second in 
he standings. 

Jonsson and Eriksson continued 
heir fight in the Lightweight Four- 
troke class, finishing with the same 
esults as on Saturday.

“The eastern guys will have an advan- 
tage. You really gotta pick your lines.” 

What made Hughes’ statement seem 
so peculiar was that he wasn’t sitting in 
the pits at an Eastern track like Unadilla 
or Budds Creek. Hughes was in the pits 
at Carlsbad Raceway to contest the run- 
what-you-brung Pro class at the Racing 
Enterprises-promoted Xtreme Commo- 
tion by the Ocean 7. His comment 
stemmed from the fact that light but 
steady precipitation had turned Carls- 
bad’s normally sun-baked adobe 
motocross course into something the 
riders in attendance would more likely 
experience on the opposite coast. 

But the conditions proved to be no 
problem for Hughes - who came from 
behind in moto two and posted 2-1 fin- 
ishes on the day en route to the Pro class 
victory - just as they hadn’t for KTM’s 
Greg Zitterkopf on the day before when 
he scored an impresssive 1-1 rout dur- 
ing the Cellular One Sound of Thunder 
four-stroke round which headlined the 
event on Saturday. 

In fact, win or lose, the moisture did 
little to dampen the enthusiasm that 
competitors and spectators alike shared 
at the event; the water on the track 
equalized the competition, making for 
intense racing on both days. 


SOUND OF THUNDER SERIES: 
ROUND 2 


As in years past, Commotion by the 
Ocean hosted a round of the Sound of 
Thunder Series on Saturday, making it 
the featured class of the day. All of the 
top riders vying for the Four-Stroke 
National Championship were in atten- 
dance, leaving the defending series 
champion, Zitterkopf, a little unsure of 
how he would finish on the day. 

“Hopefully, I'll just survive," said 
Zitterkopf, who is currently fourth in 
the AMA National Championship Hare 
& Hound Series. "If I can get in the top 
two or three, I'll be happy. I’m not quite 
used to this motocross stuff, but I know 
I'll do better in the later rounds." 

It would seem the deck was stacked 
against Zitterkopf as he brought his 
Tom Moen-prepared KTM 620 to the 
line in moto one, squaring off against 
such riders as current Sound of Thunder 
points leader Shaun Kalos, former series 
champion Mike Young, and current 
World Four-Stroke Champion Gordon 
Ward. But as moto one boomed off the 
line, Zitterkopf found himself in second 
place behind Young with Terry Fowler, 
Craig Canoy, and Kalos also running in 
the top five. 

As Zitterkopf got more comfortable, 
he picked up speed and began to stalk 
Young, while Kalos dispensed with 
Canoy after suffering a poor start. 
Young was able to hold off Zitterkopf 
for several laps until Zitterkopf finally 
made a decisive pass for the lead in the 
right-hander at the top of the Carlsbad 
‘Freeway. 

“Me and Mike were havin’ a good 
race,” Zitterkopf said. “He was making 
some mistakes, and rather than crash, he 
waved me by.” 

“I let him go,” Young said. "My 
wrist is really bad, and I know that 
when it starts to hurt, I've got to con- 














serve my energy. I just had to slow it 
down.” 

Once in the lead, Zitterkopf began to 
pull steadily away from Young, ripping 
off lap times in the mid 1:50s. Young 
continued on at a more relaxed pace but 
was still able to pull out a large advan- 
tage on the third-placed Fowler. 

Further back in the pack, Ward was 
riding like a man possessed after a mid- 
pack start. After passing several riders, 
he began to hound Kalos for fourth 
place near the end of the moto. 

"] was taking too long to pass," Ward 
said. "It took me about three laps to pass 
each rider." 

Ward drew close to Kalos as the last- 
lap flag waved and was able to get by 
him, securing a fourth-place finish in 
moto one behind the winner Zitterkopf, 
Young and Fowler. 

"That was fun," Zitterkopf said after 
his first-moto victory. "(The track) is 
pretty slippery in some spots, so it's 
tough mentally." 

Moto two left the gate with Zit- 
terkopf getting a rare holeshot and set- 
ting a blistering pace right away. Young 
had a few problems going into turn one, 
but was in second place ahead of Kalos, 
Ward and Dave Coupe, as the field 
rounded the turn. 

“I didn't shift quickly enough, then 
someone took my line and I had to get 
on the binders hard," Young said. "I 
grabbed a handful of throttle and just 
tucked in behind Greg." 

Ward's chances for the win vanished 
when he crashed on the straightaway 
before the second right-hander on the 
course, stalling and losing several sec- 
onds as the field motored away. In the 


very next left-hand turn, Fowler went 


down, causing a traffic jam that allowed 
Zitterkopf, Young and Kalos to break 
away from the pack. 

Zitterkopf steadily built his lead 
throughout the moto while Young ran 
in second a considerable distance ahead 
of Kalos. As the moto wore on, Kalos 
moved to within four seconds of Young, 
but could not close the gap further. Nei- 
ther rider would come close to catching 
the Dunlop/Dura Lube/FMF/Z-Rac- 
ing/Bieffe/Sidi-sponsored Zitterkopf, 
who bagged his second moto win of the 
day, the overall win and the series 
points lead. 

"I've never really holeshot a four-

stroke race before, so I just rode like I 
was in fifth place," Zitterkopf said. 
"Everything worked perfectly, and I 
was able to relax and ride the way that I 
could. I got into a good rhythm right 
away." 

Young, Kalos, Coupe and Canoy 
rounded out the top five. 


COMBINED PRO 


Several National riders were in atten- 
dance for Sunday's Pro class, and while 
the day's racing would prove to be com- 
petitive, the atmosphere in the pits was 
very relaxed. Riders from different 
teams - such as Hughes, Team Suzuki's 
Phil Lawrence, and NCY Yamaha's Jeff 
Matiasevich shared the same box van. 

"It's a lot more laid back here," 
Hughes said. "It's not as dog-eat-dog as 
a National." 

At the start of moto one, it was 
Hughes' SplitFire/Hot Wheels/Kawasa- 
ki teammate, James Dobb, who took the 
early lead with Hughes, Matiasevich, 
Mike Fisher and Lawrence in tow. Dobb 
increased his lead to about five seconds 
on Hughes, who had another 10 seconds 
on the rest of the field, as the leaders 
began to spread out on the course. 

"I was attacking and looking for- 
ward," Dobb said. "I never even looked 
at my pit signals. You have to concen- 
trate 100% because it doesn't take much 
for you to be on the floor." 

Dobb and Hughes would maintain 
their separation as Dobb took the first 
moto win. Further back in the field, 
Lawrence began to charge, passing Fish- 
er and then Matiasevich to place a solid 
third. Matiasevich continued on for 





fourth place ahead of Fisher. Matiase- 
vich didn't hide his disappointment 
with the finish. 

“1 basically just rode around,” Matia- 
sevich said. "My clutch is fried, and I 
really had trouble on the uphill. We're 
pulling one out of a spare bike for moto 
two." 

There was trouble for the top con- 
tenders in moto two, as Dobb and 
Lawrence both got hung up in the gate 
when the field motored off the line. 
Hughes also had problems, going down 
in the first turn. The three riders began 
the moto from the back of the pack. 
Local favorite Tony Amaradio pulled off 
the holeshot, leading Dennis Dahlin and 
Fisher early in the moto. 

"Someone hit me and pushed me out 
to the bank, and I just fell over," Hughes 
said. "I saw Dobb and Phil back there, 
so I knew nobody was really going to 
run away. I just concentrated on making 
passes." 

Up front, Fisher quickly made his 
way into the lead and tried to run away 
with the moto, but Dobb and Hughes 
had linked up and were blazing 
throught the pack. Hughes and Dobb 
were cutting the fastest lap times on the 
track and passing several riders per lap 
until they sat fourth and fifth, respec- 
tively, on lap five. Dobb and Hughes 
continued to push past Mike Chamber- 
lain and Pedro Gonzales, and then 
began to hunt down Fisher late in the 
moto. Hughes was using a particularly 
fast line up the Carlsbad Freeway, and 
was able to catch Fisher at the top, but 
he nearly fell while attempting to pass 
for the lead. 








“It was really slippery up there, 
Hughes said. “If anyone wasn’t sliding 
it was a miracle.” 

Hughes quickly recovered and held 
the throttle open on the downhill, suc- 
cessfully passing Fisher for the lead 
with little more than two laps to go. 
“Those (SplitFire) guys were really 
pushing each other. They knew the 
track really well,” Fisher said. “When I 
tried to step it up, I couldn’t find the 
right lines to stay ahead of them.” 

Dobb would catch and pass Fisher as 
the white flag came out, setting up a one- 
lap showdown for the overall win. 
Hughes maintained a little more than a 
two-second advantage, but then stalled 
in Rattlesnake Gulch, allowing Dobb to 
close in on him. Hughes quickly restarted 
and was able to negotiate the last few 
turns to the checkered flag for the win 
with Dobb right behind him. Fisher fin- 
ished third with Chamberlain and Gon- 
zales rounding out the top five in the 
moto and overall. Hughes was satisified 
with his come-from-behind performance. 

“T feel good. The competition wasn’t 
as stacked as it is at a National, but a win 
is a win,” Hughes said. “I got some good 
training (for Budds Creek) in today.” 

Dobb, too, was happy with the way 
the moto went. 

“T tried to pass (Hughes), but I wasn’t 
going to do anything dirty because you 
really have nothing to lose here,” Dobb 
said. “I don’t think anybody could’ve 
stayed v with us s today.” єх

s Shaun Kalos the new king of four 
I stroke competition? 

That question may have been 
answered at this year's annual White 
Bros. Four-Stroke World Champi- 
onships, where the former minicycle 
star delivered a double-moto knockout 
to the competition to claim the coveted 
crown. 

Kalos' kaleidescopic career has seen 
the youngster from Arizona involved in 
various types of motocross, ranging 
from minicycle racing, supercross, out- 
door Nationals, to even some World 
Championship rounds in Europe. This 


year, however, marks Kalos' first ven- ' 


ture into four-stroke racing. 

“Т had an opportunity to race four 
Strokes this year for Husaberg, and I 
thought I'd give it a try," said Kalos, 
who emerged the winner of the Open 
Pro class race, which also served as 
round three of the Cellualr One Sound 
of Thunder MX Series. 

In addition to Sunday's motocross 
races, the two-day event featured TT 
competition on Saturday. The usual 
KXs, RMs, CRs and YZs that visit Perris 
Raceway got a weekend off, and in their 
place came DRs, XRs, KDXs and a vari- 
ety of ATKs and Husabergs. 

The first Open Pro moto saw the 
defending Four-Stroke World Champi-

on, Gordon Ward, mix it up with Kalos, 
Dave Coupe, Mike Young and Greg Zit- 
terkopf during the opening lap. Kalos 
emerged from the first-lap confusion 
with the lead, leaving Coupe, Young 
and Zitterkopf to argue over second. 
Ward was having his share of problems 
and quickly faded into the hungry pack 
of riders behind him. 

Meanwhile, charging through the 
field like the Terminator was Mike 
Healey, whose aggressive riding surely 
intimidated many of the competitors. 
By the halfway point, Healey had 
moved into third behind Kalos and Zit- 
terkopf. 

Healey persisted in his attempt to 
chase down and reel in Zitterkopf

throughout the remainder of the race, 
but was never in serious contention for 
second. At the finish, it was Kalos with 
an easy win over Zitterkopf and 
Healey. 

Kalos, Young and Healey shared the 
second-moto holeshot as they thun- 
dered through the first turn side by side. 
As they emerged from the starting area, 
Healey got a bit pushy. 

“He hit me from behind,” said Kalos. 
“I thought I was going down.” 

Kalos tried to escape Healey’s wrath 
by turning the throttle even more, but 
Healey wouldn't let up. Zitterkopf soon 
joined the battle and turned the skir- 
mish into a threesome. 

Healey suddenly found himself rid- 





ing defensively, as Zitterkopf became 
increasingly intent on taking over sec- 
ond. Healey had to block Zitterkopf in 
every section of the track, allowing 
Kalos to quietly slip away. By lap four, 
Zitterkopf was past Healey and reeling 
in Kalos. 

Healey pulled off the track shortly 
after Zitterkopf worked past him. "The 
whole bike was falling apart," he said. 
"The pipe came out of the head and the 
seat was falling off." 

Zitterkopf showed impressive speed 
for a 30-year-old and began to close in 
on Kalos. Within two laps, the factory 
KTM rider began pushing Kalos' Hus- 
aberg. 

^He was smoother and faster over 
the double jumps," said Zitterkopf of 
Kalos. "That's where he made his time 
on me." 

As the race wore on, Kalos began to 
creep away from the crafty veteran. "I 
hit my knee," said Zitterkopf, "so I 
decided to cruise home in second 
instead of risking greater injury." Kalos 
greeted the checkered flag in first, well 
ahead of Zitterkopf. 

Ward ran as high as third, but 
mechanical problems left him near the 
back of the pack. Terry Fowler moved 
up from a midpack start to nab third 
while Coupe, Craig Canoy and Johnny 
Campbell rounded out the top six. 

Perhaps the most impressive racer of 
the weekend was a retired one. 

Without practice - and without boots 
or gloves, for that matter - track opera- 
tor/promoter Goat Breker threw a leg 
over one of Tom White's spare machines 
and competed in the combined Pro TT 
class first moto. Breker utterly smoked 
the competition. Even Team Splitfire/ 
Hot Wheels/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki 
rider James Dobb didn't have a chance. 
"Just because you stop riding doesn't 
mean you slow down," said Dobb. "You 
never forget how to go fast. It's only 
your endurance and timing that 
declines." 

Breker rode like he was two gears 
higher than anyone else on the track and 
went on to win by more than half a lap 
over Anderson and Dobb. Breker didn't 
ride the second moto, though, and this 
gave Anderson the window he needed 
to grab the overall win. 

Dobb finished second, aboard a 














machine that was 200cc smaller than the 
rest. €N

Lap after lap, the two leaders transversed the 
course never less than a couple of feet apart, 
while behind them Stentz used the brute power 
of his CR500 to again get by Cox. With two laps 
remaining, Nixon made his first error in the 
dreaded "Snake Pit" - grabbing a little too much 
brake and not enough clutch - stalling his KX. 
The big machine refused to re-fire and the entire 
pack slipped by before Nixon's motor came back 
to life. 

Keech took his second moto win of the night, 
along with the overall victory. Stentz's 3-2 moto 
finishes earned him second overall, edging Cox 
out of the runner-up slot. Rounding out the top 
five were Macrae and Nixon. 

In the 30+ Beginner class, T.C. Brinegar 
enjoyed his last two motos as a Beginner and 
totally dominated the class, leaving no doubt 
that he was ready for the Novice ranks.

Venegas and Larsen came 
together just as they passed the apex between 
turns one and two. Venegas came out ahead in 
the encounter, finding a good line and a healthy 
bit of traction, leaving Larsen to bobble and 
scramble just to maintain second place ahead of 











Faria, who stayed on a wide line and appropri- 
ated third place ahead of Pfetzing. 

Venegas was fast and smooth, steadily 
pulling away as Larsen and Faria battled a few 
bike lengths behind. Larsen drifted slightly wide 
in turn four of the third lap, allowing Faria to 
close the gap and pressure him for second place. 
But it wasn’t to be, as Larsen held on and took 
the bridesmaid’s spot ahead of Faria. Pfetzing 
was fourth and Hicks fifth. 

Before the Handicap main could stage, there 
had to be a drawing to determine which two of 
the six riders who qualified for the main off the 
40-yard line would be moving back to join Faria 
on the 50. Hicks and Larsen were the less fortu- 
nate, while Venegas, Shawn McConnell, Brent 
Werner and Pfetzing stayed put on the 40. Andy 
Northrup completed the field on the 30. Venegas 
took advantage of a rolling start that propelled

up shop on the blue groove for six laps before 
Werner finally unseated him. Werner made up 
some ground on Venegas, but ran out of laps 
and had to settle for second place as Venegas 
took the checkered flag for the second time, 
proving that Friday the 13th doesn’t necessarily 
bode poor luck.

Warch 
again protected the good inside line, but with 
one corner remaining, Monroe went up on the 
berm and proceeded to double the next set of 
jumps where Warch elected to take the safe way 
and single the obstacle. The end result was Pam- 
intuan with the moto win and Monroe reclaim- 














ing second. Warch, Rice and Reid rounded out 
the top five. 

When the gate fell for moto two, it was Pam- 
intuan coming from the outside line on the gate 
to sweep through the turn in the lead. Monroe 
was in second, only to have Rice cut underneath 
her and take it away. 

As the riders came around for the first lap, 
Rice looped out her RM on the grandstand dou- 
ble. Picking herself back up and remounting in 
last, she immediately got back up to race speed 
but had a long way to go to catch the pack. 

On the white-flag lap, Bancroft went down 
in a slick corner and was passed by both Reid 
and Rice before getting restarted. Monroe closed 
in, but not enough to challenge Pamintuan for 
the win. Warch finished a distant third, while 
Rice charged back up to finish fourth ahead of 
Reid. When the results were posted, the final 
scores reflected the second-moto finish with 
Pamintuan scoring the overall win followed by 
Monroe, Warch, Rice and Reid.

Faria impressive 
at Speedway USA

Mike Faria brought down the house with his 
spectacular outside moves in winning both the 
Scratch and Handicap main events at Promoter 
Gene Woods' sparkling high desert Speedway 
USA facility. 

Faria, who now lives up on the high desert 
in the nearby town of Apple Valley, led the 
Scratch points parade to the Scratch main. Join- 
ing Faria in the meeting's richest payoff race 
was pole-sitter John Aden. Josh Larsen drew the 
second slot and Charlie Venegas wedged his 
back tire against the crashwall from his far out- 
side starting lane. 

Venegas, who swept the Main events at 
Costa Mesa Speedway the night before, was the 
first to react to the starting tapes. Larsen gated 
slowly and found himself struggling with Aden 
for third position as Faria mounted an outside 
attack. Venegas set the pace in the first two laps 
but could only watch as Faria stylishly applied 
his rear tire to the outside cushion, passing him 
as the race headed into its final laps. Faria had 
the near-capacity crowd on its feet as he took the 
checkered flag for the win. Venegas put in a 
solid four laps, but had to settle for second 
billing to the very determined Faria. Aden fin- 
ished out the race third, and Larsen was award- 
ed fourth when he retired to the infield with 
mechanical gremlins. 

Faria shrewdly continued with his patented 
formula of outside riding excellence in the six- 

















lap Handicap main event, starting from the 70- 
yard marker next to Venegas. On the 50 sat 
journeyman Gary Ackroyd, with 40-yard-liner 
Jerry Black in front of him. Randy Skinner and 
Paul Colston were the lone 30- and 10-yard 
handicappers, respectively. Jeremy Aden and 
Angela Hale rounded out the field from the 
scratch line. 

Hale applied the advantage of a zero 
yardage assignment, moving quickly to the 
point position with Colston and Aden falling in 
behind her. Skinner, who managed to occupy 
fourth place in the first two laps, was the first of 
four riders that Faria worked his way around in 
lap three. The Speedway USA crowd buzzed 
with anticipation as Faria sized up the situation 
in the first two revolutions and grabbed the lead 
less than a full lap later, motoring his Jersey's 
Sports Bar/Roxanne/Shoei/STP /Jack's Dispos- 
al Service/Bill's Pipes/Kiss Racing-backed Jawa 
past Skinner, Aden, Colston and then Hale in 
short order. Faria cruised the final three laps, 
leaving Colston to wrestle second away from 
Hale and Aden, who claimed the third and 
fourth spots in that order.

he Spanish Grand Prix at Jerez 

was well-chosen for the debut 

of Aprilia’s new giant-killing 

400cc V-twin. Of all the tracks 

on the GP calendar, the 

| Andalusian jog puts the emphasis on 

| hard braking for mainly medium-speed 

corners, with straights not long enough 

| for the factory 500s to reach 170 mph, 
some 85 percent of their potential. 

In this territory, an agile bike with 
only a reasonable amount of poke can 
circulate close to the ultimate possible lap 
speed - as can clearly be seen from the 
fact that, yet again, the top 250cc qualify- 
ing time would have put its perpetrator, 
a rampant Honda-mounted Loris 
Capirossi, well up on the second row of 
the 500cc grid. 

He was faster, in fact, than Loris Reg- 
giani, on the "super-250", though the 
younger Loris was the only one of his 
tribe. Loris the Elder, on the prototype 

| RSV400, was there on the second row of 
the 500cc grid - in the bike's first outing. 

He went on to a top-10 finish that was 
somewhat fortuitous, for as predicted, 
the little twin couldn't match the factory 

| V-fours. And if the two Yamahas of Luca 

| Cadalora and Daryl Beattie hadn't 
retired, and Shinichi Itoh hadn't crashed 
out, Regiani would undoubtedly have 
been two or three places lower. But it 
was equally significant that only one of 
the non-works V-fours had beaten him - 
that ridden by the redoubtable Niall 
Mackenzie. 

And all this was on a bike in a deliber- 
ately low state of tune for reliability, 
yielding only 105-odd of the planned 
peak of 130 horses. 

Detailed study of the bike's perfor- 
mance is revealing, and not entirely as 
expected. The organizers obligingly pro- 
duced official section times for the last 
and fastest practice. The first section 
included both of Jerez's short straights; 
the second was from a hairpin through a 
medium-speed section; the third through 
the daunting fast rights then into the 
closing hairpin. Each in its way offered a 
different type of going. 

One might have expected the Aprilia 
to fare worse in the first faster section, 
and better in the twistier pair. Not so - all 
best section times were more or less in 
line with qualifying positions. (Best sec- 
tion times, of course, do not necessarily 
come in the same lap.) Reggiani was sev- 
enth-fastest through the straights, eighth- 
fastest on the twisty bits, and qualified 
seventh-fastest overall. By the same 
token, Kevin Schwantz was consistently 
the fastest through all sections, and quali- 
fied on pole. 

Speed-trap times were not so useful - 
because the trap had been set up too far 


down the straight. At this point, Reggiani 
would be still tucked in and on the pipes, 
but the guys on the really fast bikes, with 
a load more speed to lose, were already 
sitting up and aiming for the brake lever. 
For this reason, it was Alex Barros's 
Suzuki at the top rather than one of the 
clearly: faster Hondas - the Brazilian is 
known for his demon late braking. For 
the same reason, the speed differential 
may have been higher had the trap been 
a few yards back. Reggiani's top-10 
speed was 156 mph, while Barros had 
whistled through at 167.6 mph. In fact, 
Reggiani's speed was much more in line 


with that of the faster privateer V-fours. 

This was also in line with on-track 
observations. Schwantz took the trouble 
to follow Reggiani, and admired a mid- 
corner speed "far faster than I could hope 
to carry," but added: "It was no problem 
to blow by and get four or five lengths on 
the straights." 

John Reynolds also tagged on behind, 
but found that his non-works Harris 
Yamaha was unable to perform the same 
trick. He felt himself getting sucked into 
the corners faster than his bike could 
manage, and was forced to let Reggiani 

o. 

Reynolds, along with Mackenzie, 
Sean Emmett, Jeremy McWilliams, 
Bernard Garcia and Laurent Naveau, 
rides a top privateer Yamaha, with a big- 
bang engine and a frame hardly too dif- 
ferent from the Roc unit used by the fac- 
tory team. The fact that the Aprilia had 
their measure serves to illustrate, if any- 
body didn't know already, how wide is 
the remaining gulf between a real works 
Yamaha and a close copy. It is a matter of 
trick everything: motor, suspension, fuel, 
and most importantly, tires. These little 
things add up to a significant difference 
that makes Mackenzie's Jerez ride to a 
fighting eighth all the more impressive. 








But this is just a side issue. The real 
challenge of the V-twin is against all the 
V-four generation, for there is no ques- 
tion but that the breed is currently stag- 
nant. Lap records for the 500s, when they 
come at all, are by hundredths more 
often than tenths. Several still stand from 
1992; Malaysia from 1991! During the 
same period, benefitting from similar tire 
development, the 250s and 125s have 
been slashing chunks off their records, 
their lap times nosing up among the 
fastest 500s at tracks like Jerez. 

The single common ingredient to all 
teams is the arrival of the rider-friendly 


Big Bang close-firing-order engine. These 
lack the explosive burst of the earlier 
engines - which gave blazing lap times 
but left tires and nerves shredded - but 
they reliably yield faster average race 
times by better preserving both rubber 
and rider. But this is not enough, in itself, 
to explain the lapse. 

It's more that the V-fours have run up 
against a brick wall. They are too power- 
ful, obliging them to wear over-wide rear 
tires that hinder their tracking through 
the corners and drop corner speed. These 
engines also need large radiators, that 
drag through the air like the proverbial 
barn door at higher speeds, requiring yet 


' more power for any progress. 


This last factor is further aggravated 
by the one-size-fits-all streamlining dic- 
tated by the rules. The "dolphin" fairing 
dates back to 1958, and was imposed 
after a number of accidents were blamed 
on the reaction of dustbin fairings to 
cross-winds. Instead of encouraging 
designers to make a better dustbin, they 
were banned and rules drawn up that 
still dictate the stubby bodywork of a 
modern GP racer. (Improvements to the 
rudimentary streamlining are now 
sought by sewing foam-rubber hunch- 
backs into the riders' leathers. Bizarre,

Perhaps 
strap-on bottom-fairings will be next, or 
even silicon buttock implants. The rules 
forbid bodywork from extending much 
beyond the back axle line, but there’s 
nothing said about the rider’s anatomy.) 

This illustrates the case. It is the rules 
that dictate racing bike design, not any 
engineering ideal. 

It is the rules that created the Aprilia 
400 too. The Italian firm’s chief designer 
Jan Witteveen is quite open. “I was a big 
supporter of the rule change that allowed 
a lower weight limit for a twin, because I 
had the idea of this bike in my mind 
already,” said the Italy-based Dutch 
engineer, who served two-stroke time 
with Gilera off the road before making a 
GP winner for Aprilia based on the disc- 
valve Rotax engine. 

In prototype guise, the challenger is 
over the minimum weight limit by some 
five kilograms - the limit is 100 kg (220 
Ibs.) to 130-kg (286 lbs.) for four-cylinder 
bikes - as well as below target power. In 
this form, running between the works 
and private V-fours was a strong debut, 
even given that the track suits its nature. 
Things will surely be different at the next 
two tracks, the fast Salzburgring and 
Hockenheimring, where almost any V- 
four running on all cylinders should find 
that the territory above 156 mph is theirs 
to play with. Asked how they would 
modify the bike for these tracks, Reggiani 
joked: “We will put more screws in the 
fairing, so it doesn’t get blown off as they 
come past.” 

With its disc valves, the Aprilia is 
well-suited to crankcase fuel injection - it 
just needs somebody to develop a sys- 
tem. Honda's now-withdrawn PGM-FI is 
really a glorified electronic carburetor, 
and they have, in any case, withdrawn it 
for the present. Disc valves, however, can 
be tricky at part throttle, coming onto the 
power more brutally than the reed valves 
used by all the V-fours. And since 500s 
spend almost all their time at part-throt- 
tle, this could dent the Aprilia's advan- 
tage of being easier to ride. 

There is something more important, 
however, in the forthcoming battle. The 
Aprilia did better in practice than in the 
race, in spite of being helped by retire- 
ments. A clean fast lap is one thing, mix- 
ing it with bigger bikes that are faster in a 
straight line - and in your way through 
the corners - is quite another matter. And 
while the first rival to the dominant V- 
fours scored a direct hit in its shake- 
down run, that hurdle will always 
remain. e
